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To the Honorable the General Assembly of Rhode Island. 

Gentlemen: — As required by the provisions of section six, chapter 
one hundred and eighty-seven, of the General Laws, I herewith pre- 
sent my annual report upon the condition and proceedings of the 
several railroad corporations chartered or doing business in the 
State, together with such suggestions and recommendations in regard 
thereto as seem to me to be of importance to the welfare of the public. 

The annual returns of the several steam and electric railroads 
organized under the laws of this State, or doing business or operating 
railroads within its territory, will be found in full in the appendix, 
with tables compiled therefrom giving the more important statistics 
of their operation. These returns, as required by law, are made up 
to June 30, 1905. 

My general report, however, is for the calendar year from January 
1, 1905, to December 31, 1905. 

The year 1905 has been a most successful one for the railroads of 
the United States. The crops have been abundant, the production 
of the various metals has been the largest ever recorded, the output 
of coal has been largely increased, and the product of all kinds of 
textile and other manufactories has shown a marked improvement 
over those of the previous year. 

As a natural result the railroads have had a very prosperous year 
and their facilities for the transportation of freight have been taxed 
to the utmost — in fact they have been unable to furnish the cars 
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required by their customers — and as a consequence there has been 
unavoidable delays in the movement of freight. 

During the year 1905 the car and locomotive builders turned out 
nearly 5,500 locomotives and 168,000 cars. This is larger than the 
output of any previous year. This does not include locomotives or 
cars built in the shops of the railroad companies. Still the supply 
of both locomotives and cars is insufficient, and the number of new 
cars and locomotives already ordered in advance, it is reported, is 
larger than all the locomotive and car building works can turn out 
in a year; the Erie Railroad having placed orders for 5,500 steel 
freight cars, and the Pennsylvania Railroad has placed orders for 
cars amounting to more than five million dollars. 

According to the Railway Age, the total mileage of the railroads 
of the United States is 217,328 miles. This is an increase in mileage 
of 4,292 miles. The increase has been mostly in the northwest and 
the southwest: only 73 miles have been constructed in New England, 
72 in Maine and 1 mile in Massachusetts. The mileage in this State 
remains the same as for several years past. 

The returns made to the United States Commerce Commission 
for the year ending June 30, 1905, from 752 operating companies, 
representing a mileage of 214,477.82 miles, which is about 99 per 
cent, of the total mileage, show that the gross earnings were $2,073,- 
177,325. This comprises passenger earnings of $572,109,366; 
freight earnings of $1,449,182,702; miscellaneous earnings, including 
express, carriage of mails, etc., of $51,885,257. The; gross earnings 
averaged $9,666 per mile of line. This average is considerably 
larger than that of any other year reported by the Commission. 

The operating expenses of these railroads amounted to $1,383,- 
896,253, or $6,308 per mile. 

The net earnings of the same roads were $689,592,921, an increase 
over the previous year of $54,918,360. These roads also received 
as income from investments and miscellaneous sources the sum of 
$114,636,642, making their total income $804,229,563. From this 
amount there were to be deducted interest on funded debt, rents of 
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leased lines, permanent improvements charged to income, taxes 
Tvhich amounted to $58,533,381, and dividends $196,080,237, leaving 
a surplus of $90,234,263. This shows an increase in surplus, over 
that of 1904, of $33,505,432. 

The preliminary report further shows that the 752 operating 
companies paid dividends amounting to $196,080,237, as against 
dividends declared practically by the same roads in 1904 of $184,- 
313,472, an increase in dividends of $1 1,766,765. It should be stated, 
however, that the preliminary reports are confined to the returns of 
operating companies only, and all dividends declared by subsidiary 
companies would probably amount to about $38,000,000, making 
the total dividends about $233,708,514, as against total dividends in 
1904 of $221,941,049. 

From the quarterly returns made to the Commission by the 
operating railroads for the year ending June 30, 1905, there were 
3,778 persons killed and 55,416 injured. Of the killed 536 were 
passengers, and there were also 10,027 passengers injured. There 
were 3,242 employees killed and 45,387 injured. It should also be 
remembered that these reports deal only with passengers and em- 
ployees on duty. In train accidents there were 350 passengers 
killed and 5,488 injured; of employees in train accidents there were 
418 employees killed and 3,316 injured. 

These figures should be sufficiently startling to open the eyes of 
railroad men, as well as those of the public, to the problem of devising 
if possible some way by which the dangers to both passengers and 
employees in railroad transportation should be reduced to a mini- 
mum. 

Various explanations are given as reasons for the great increase 
in the number of train accidents, with the large increase in the 
number of passengers killed and injured. The conclusions of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission are that the lack of block sys- 
tem is the most prolific cause of train accidents. 

Added to this the Commission has the following explanation: 

" Another important feature of railroad operation is the hours of 
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labor of railroad employees, especially of enginemen, conductors- 
and other trainmen, telegraph operators and signal men. All of these 
men are constantly charged with delicate and responsible duties, and 
they should never be on duty except when in good physical and 
mental condition. The need of a high standard in this respect and 
of care on the part of supervisory officers to see that proper regula- 
tions are maintained and obeyed is quite generally recognized, and 
a considerable number of railroads have prescribed rules limiting 
the hours of work and providing suitable rest periods; but these 
rules often appear to be very poorly enforced. Evidence of over- 
work appears frequently in the accident reports. Besides those 
cases of men remaining on duty because of wrecks or snowstorms 
or other emergencies, there is much irregularity in everyday train 
service. 

"The disposition of men to work beyond reasonable limits of 
physical endurance, for the sake of facilitating the business of the 
railroad or to increase their earnings, may be seen in other depart- 
ments than thfc train service. Signalmen, who usually work regular 
turns of twelve hours each, sometimes take each other's places in 
case of sickness or an unexpected call of a man away from his home, 
and thus remain on duty thirty-six hours at a time. 

"This defect in the service, due to overwork, is frequently dis- 
covered in conjunction with a deficiency of another sort — inexperi- 
ence. Men who have been but a few months in the service, and 
who have yet much to learn concerning some features of their duties, 
should be required to comply with the rest-time regulation with the 
most scrupulous care; yet it often happens; as has been shown in 
the accident records, that new men, admittedly less competent for 
their duties on that account, are the very ones who have been put 
to the additional test of working over hours. 

"In the year now reported the bulletins have shown, for the first 
time, cases of disaster to freight trains due to the errors of enginemen 
under the influence of liquor. Accidents are also reported nearly 
every month in which the engineman or conductor at fault had fallen 
asleep, although he had not been overworked in the line of duty. 
His physical disability was due, presumably, to something that was 
wrong in his condition or conduct while off duty. Investigation by 
competent experts is needed to enable the public to know the full, 
truth about cases of this kind." 
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SUMMARY OF STATISTICS. 

The number of steam railroad corporations incorporated under 
the laws of this State or doing business therein, remains the same 
as last year, viz. : fourteen. Of these corporations, ten are operated 
ty the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, either 
ty ownership of stock or upon long leases. The four remaining 
■corporations, viz., The Narragansett Pier Railroad, the Wood River 
Branch Railroad, the Moshassuck Valley Railroad, and the Newport 
and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company, are still operated 
under their own charters. 

The railroads in this State have shared in the general prosperity 
of the country, every road showing an increase in the number of 
persons carried, except the Moshassuck Valley Railroad, which shows 
a loss of 4,323. The total increase in number of passengers car- 
ried is 194,799. 

Every road shows an increase in tons of merchandise transported, 
the total increase being 780,940 tons. 

That the steam railroads in this State have been managed with 
carefulness and efficiency is shown by the fact that while they have 
carried over sixty-three million passengers not one has been killed 
by train accidents, and one person was killed at a station while 
Attempting to get on moving train. 

STEAM ROADS. 

PROPERTY. 

The paid up capital stock of the several steam railroad corpora- 
tions is $132,150,850.00; miles of road owned and operated, 2,532+; 
miles of road in this State, 209+ ; miles of track in this State, in- 
cluding sidings, turnouts and second tracks, 446+. The number 
of locomotives owned, 1,194; passenger train cars, 2,119; freight 
cars, 17,500. 

As compared with last year's report, these figures show no in-

crease in capital stock; an increase in miles of road owned and 
operated, 17+, wholly without this State; an increase of about two 
miles of single track in this State; an increase in number of loco- 
motives of 132; an increase in passenger train cars, 42; decrease in 
freight cars, 252. 

The total property and assets of these corporations is reported as 
$260,042,967.67, which is $20,424,135.85 over and above the total 
amount of their capital stock and funded and floating indebtedness. 
This report shows an increase in property and assets of $17,491,765.25. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of these corporations is $75,084,000.00; the 
floating debt, $32,383,981.82; total indebtedness, $107,467,981.82. 
As compared with last year's report, these figures show an increase 
in funded debt of $13,648,682.23; an increase in floating debt of 
$11,982,885.74; an increase in total indebtedness of $25,631,567.97. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The total receipts from all sources were $55,294,358.49; total 
expenditures, $46,371,856.77; net earnings, $8,922,501.72. As 
compared with report of last year these figures show an increase in 
receipts of $1,906,761.80; an increase in the expenditures of $2,211,- 
606.04; and a decrease, in net earnings of $304,844.24. The receipts 
of the roads were derived from the following sources, viz.: from 
passenger departments, $24,225,736.30; from freight departments, 
$25,412,242.73; from rents of road, express privileges, transporta- 
tion of the mails, and all other sources, $5,656,379.46. As compared 
with last year's report, these figures show an increase in receipts 
from passenger departments of $708,302.93; an increase in receipts 
from freight departments of $936,029.54; and from miscellaneous 
sources an increase of $262,429.33. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by eight of the railroad corporations; the 
dividends paid by six of them, however, were from rentals received 
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from lease of roads. The rates and amounts of dividends were as 
follows: 

New York, New Haven & Hartford, 8 per cent $6,400,000 00

Total amount of dividends paid $8,605,003 00 

The Rhode Island and Massachusetts Railroad, which is owned 
and operated by the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company, makes no return of receipts and expenditures, which are 
included in the returns of the operating company. 

The Narragansett Pier Railroad Company paid no dividends, but 
reports surplus of $8,538.27 against a deficit reported last year. 

The Wood River Branch paid no dividend, but reports net earnings 
of $889.46, showing a surplus of $1 1,258. 18. 

The Newport and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company 
paid no dividend; reports deficit of $1,041.40. 

The Moshassuck Valley Railroad paid no dividend, but reports a 
surplus of $52,690.36, with neither funded or floating indebtedness. 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The total number of passengers carried by all the roads was 
63,668,332, an increase of 194,799. The New York, New Haven & 
Hartford reports an increase of 193,016; the Newport and Wickford 
Railroad and Steamboat Company, an increase of 3,876; the Narra- 
gansett Pier Railroad Company, an increase of 285; the Wood River 
Branch, an increase of 1,945; and the Moshassuck Valley, a decrease 
of 4,323. 

* 
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MERCHANDISE TRANSPORTED. 

The total number of tons merchandise transported was 18,511,831, 
an increase of 780,940 tons. All the roads report an increase. 

RATES OF FARE. 

Rates of fare for local tickets range from 1.903 cents per mile, the 
average rate of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company, to 5 cents per mile on the Newport and Wickf ord Railroad 
and Steamboat Company. Commutation tickets from 0.556 cents 
per mile on the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany, to 2\ cents per mile on the Newport and Wickford Railroad 
and Steamboat Company. 

PERSONS EMPLOYED. 

The total number of persons employed in this State by all the 
roads is reported as 2,617, a decrease of 8. This is the total number 
of employees who receive their pay in this State. Many employees 
on trains that run through this State receive their pay in Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut and are credited to those States. 

ROLLING STOCK. 

There has been expended during the year for new equipment and 
repairs the sum of $31,640,878.68; for maintenance of way and struct- 
ures, $5,802,238.29. These amounts have all been charged to 
expense account. Of the 1,194 locomotives, all are equipped with 
driver brakes; of the 2,119 passenger train cars, all are equipped 
with power brakes, and 2,116 have the improved quick acting pat- 
tern. Of the 17,500 freight cars, 17,326 have power brakes, and 
17,489 are equipped with automatic couplers, as required by the 
laws of the United States. 

The New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad have added to 
their rolling stock 131 locomotives and 43 passenger cars with the 
latest improvements. 
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HEATING OF CARS. 

The number of passenger cars heated by direct steam is 2,063; 
by steam heaters, 48; and by hot water, 2. None are reported in 
which stoves are used. 

BRIDGES. 

The number of bridges reported is 193; of these 18 are constructed 
of stone; 88 of iron, and 87 of wood. This is two less than reported 
last year. This is accounted for by the fact that Bridge No. 82 at 
Jackson station and Bridge No. 37 at Wickford Junction have been 
filled in, culverts having been provided for the passage of the water. 
On the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad five wooden 
bridges have been replaced by structures of steel, and many others 
have been strengthened. A full account of these bridges will be 
found under the heading "Improvements." 

STATIONS. 

The number of regular stopping places for trains is reported as 
126; in addition there are 50 flag stations; station buildings or 
shelters are provided at 126 places. There has been no particular 
improvement in the character of the buildings and accommodations 
furnished. The station buildings in Providence and some other 
places are kept clean and comfortable, but too many waiting rooms 
are dirty. In some places it is difficult to see an approaching train 
through the windows. The station building at Pawtucket has out- 
lived its usefulness. The waiting room for men, originally too 
small, now has news stand, boot-blacking stand, telegraph office, 
etc., crowded into it, so that the accommodations for passengers are 
sometimes so limited that even standing room can not be found 
except upon the platform. The dangerous conditions heretofore 
mentioned along the whole front of this station still continue, and it 
is almost a miracle that so few accidents occur. A city of the size 
of Pawtucket, with the business that is done at this station, is cer- 
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tainly worthy of a decent and comfortable waiting room for its pas- 
sengers. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The total number of grade crossings is reported as 215, a decrease 
of one over the number reported last year. The number of private 
or farm crossings reported is 320, a decrease of six over the number 
reported last year. 

There were but two accidents reported at grade crossings during 
the year, and in both cases the fault was with the persons them- 
selves. The one that was killed was a boy of eight years, who went 
under the gates after they were lowered, and against the warnings 
of the crossing tender. The other was that of a man who drove 
directly in front of a moving train. 

FLAGMEN REPLACED. 

The substitution of electric bells in place of flagmen at the grade 
crossings of the East Providence Branch of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company in the city of Pawtucket, 
viz.: Beverage Hill Road, Campbell street, Smith street, Prairie 
avenue, Walcott. street and Brook street, was not satisfactory 
either to the public or myself, and on the seventh of February I 
ordered the flagmen to be replaced at these crossings. The order went 
into effect on the 13th of February, and the flagmen were replaced. 

CROSSING AT BRISTOL. 

On the 18th of March I received a communication from the as- 
sistant attorney of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, 
calling my attention to the conditions under which the electric cars 
of the Providence, Warren and Bristol Railroad crossed the tracks 
of the Rhode Island Suburban Railway at Thames street, Bristol. 
After investigation I found that the tracks were used by the Suburban 
road only for freight and express and but four times each day, 
while the cars of the other company crossed forty-two times each day; 
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and as they were required to come to a full stop each time, it caused 
. delay and annoyance to the passengers. I also found that the cars 
of the Suburban road used these tracks wholly or principally between 
the hours of 9 to 11 o'clock A. M. and 2:30 to 4:30 P. M. On the 
16th of June I revoked the former order and issued a new one, 
requiring all cars approaching this crossing to slow down to a speed 
of not more than eight miles per hour, and to have cars under control, 
and that between the hours stated above extra precautions must be 
used by the motormen and conductors for the safety of all trains. 

LEWIS CROSSING. 

On the 20th of March I received a request from the assistant 
attorney of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad for 
permission to install an electric bell at the Lewis's crossing, so called, 
in the town of Coventry, in place of flagman. I found upon examina- 
tion that the flagman had been placed there by orders of the town 
council of Coventry, and that he was on duty in the day time only 
from the first of May until the last of November in each year. Inas- 
much as there were but a few trains daily, and as an electric bell 
would be on duty for all trains, both day and night, and thereby be 
of much greater service in the warning of highway travelers, I issued 
an order, on the 20th of April, authorizing the substitution of an 
electric bell and requiring a notice to be posted on each side of said 
crossing to that effect. 

CROSSING AT NARRAGANSETT PIER. 

On the 29th of May I received a petition from the Sea View Rail- 
road Company, asking permission to lay their tracks across the 
tracks of the Narragansett Pier Railroad Company, at grade, in 
Boone street, town of Narragansett. 

I notified the attorney for the Sea View Railroad, and also the 
president of the Narragansett Pier Railroad, that I would visit 
Narragansett Pier on the 6th of June, for the purpose of examining 
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the location of the proposed crossing and considering the application 
therefor. I also notified other parties in interest. 

On the date mentioned I visited the locality and examined the 
proposed route of the Sea View Railroad from its present station in 
Narragansett to and across the Narragansett Pier Railroad. The 
proposed crossing is near the station of the latter road, and the 
track of the steam road is used only for transporting freight and 
passenger cars to and from the car house. The officials of the steam 
road made no objection to the crossing, but rather favored it, as 
by crossing at this point the present grade crossing at what is known 
as Sea View Junction would be abolished. 

The town council of Narragansett also gave their consent to the 
laying of the tracks on Boone street. On the 10th of June I issued 
an order giving my consent to the grade crossing at Boone street in 
the town of Narragansett, specifying the conditions under which 
it was to be made and operated and providing that when it was 
completed the present grade crossing at the Sea View Junction 
should be abolished and rails and cross-overs taken up. 

This order in full will be found in the correspondence following. 

PASCOAG CROSSING. 

On the 10th of May I received a communication from A. H. 
Sayles, of Pascoag, complaining of the dangerous condition of the 
grade crossing at Pascoag station. He stated that cars were left 
standing so near the crossing that it was difficult for persons on the 
highway approaching the crossing to see whether it was clear or not, 
and that cars were switched across without any protection. 

I at once took the matter up with the superintendent of the Mid- 
land Division, and reminded him that an agreement had been made 
some years ago, by which, in place of a regular flagman at this 
crossing, the railroad officials had agreed to have every engine and 
car that crossed there properly flagged. At that time the passenger 
train service beyond Pascoag station had been discontinued, and 
the tracks beyond the crossing were used only for switching and 
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making up trains. I also asked him if it would be practicable to 
install an electric bell at the crossing. In reply he admitted that 
there was such an agreement and promised that it should be carried 
out, and that every engine or train crossing the highway should be 
flagged. He also stated that it would not be practicable to install 
an electric bell at that point as it would ring, on account of switching, 
at times when there was nothing to prevent vehicles or pedestrians 
from crossing. He added that some of the trouble at this crossing 
was caused by the extension of and increased train service between 
Pascoag and Douglas Junction. 

CHANGES AT GRADE CROSSINGS IN WARREN. 

On the 7th of June I received a communication from the assistant 
attorney of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany, calling my attention to several grade crossings in Barrington 
that were in close proximity, and also to similar conditions that 
existed at Market and Child streets, and at Franklin, Cherry, and 
Main streets in the town of Warren. He also asked to operate the 
two gates at Nayatt from a centrally located watchman's tower, 
and to install similar apparatus at Market street and Child street, 
and also at Franklin, Cherry, and Main street crossings in Warren. 

I visited the several localities, gave careful consideration to the 
surroundings and on the 16th of June I notified Assistant Attorney 
N. W. Smith that I was "willing the experiment should be tried at 
either one of the localities mentioned," and "if the result was satis- 
factory and I was convinced that the safety of travelers on the 
highways was more fully assured by such an arrangement, I would 
then take such further action as I might deem advisable." I also 
asked him to notify me when new plan was ready for operation. 

Acting under the above permission the railroad company began to 
prepare for new arrangement, but had not completed its work when 
a petition signed by the town council and 158 citizens of the town of 
Warren and its vicinity was presented to me, protesting against the 
withdrawal of any flagmen from any railroad crossing in the town

of Warren. The town council of Warren, at its meeting September 
15, also passed a resolution protesting "against the withdrawal of 
the flagmen from said crossings, believing that their maintenance 
there is necessary for the protection of the public. Main street, 
Child street, and Market street being the main thoroughfares of the 
town over and along which there is a large and constantly increasing 
travel, and which will, as this council believes, be seriously menaced 
by such withdrawal." 

The council also asked that a hearing be granted by the Railroad 
Commissioner before acting finally upon the petition and request of 
the railroad officials. 

I notified the town council of Warren and the superintendent 
of the Worcester Division that I would give a public hearing in the 
matter at the town house in Warren on Tuesday, October 10, at 
10:30 o'clock. 

The hearing was quite largely attended, and after hearing all who 
desired and an explanation of what action was proposed on the 
part of the railroad company, the matter was continued with the 
understanding that the railroad company might install the proposed 
apparatus at one of the localities indicated, and that when it was 
ready for operation I would examine same and render my decision 
in relation thereto. 

CROSSING AT WICKFORD. 

Several complaints having been made to me in regard to the 
manner in which the cars of the Sea View Railroad were run over the 
highway grade crossing at station No. 14 in Wickford, both as to rate 
of speed and lack of signals, I notified the general manager of the 
railroad of the fact, and requested that especial precautions be 
taken at the crossing indicated. So far as I have been able to 
ascertain, the operation of the road at this crossing has been much 
more satisfactory. 
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WHAT IS A GRADE CROSSING? 

I received from W. J. Jones, superintendent of the Newport and 
Providence Railway Company, a letter containing the following 
question: "Will you please define 'crossing at grade/ as referred to 
in your report which we have to fill out. We have several street 
crossings and openings out onto our track, but do not know just what 
head they come under." This question I answered as follows, viz.: 
"A strict interpretation of the State law would call every place 
where the electric or street road crossed a street or highway a grade 
crossing, and would require signs to be placed at every such crossing. 
I have, however, decided not to ask for any returns of grade crossings 
in thickly settled parts of cities and towns, but only in the rural 
districts, where direct crossings are made of highways, and also 
where the tracks cross any other railroad at grade, either steam or 
electric. It may be found that some of these highway crossings 
are so dangerous as to require signs placed for the protection of 
travelers on the highways. If the crossing is only from one part of 
a farm to another, and not an accepted highway, it should be placed 
as a 'farm crossing/ and not a grade crossing." 

I have several times called the attention of the General Assembly 
to the fact that the railroad laws need a thorough revision, as they 
were originally intended for steam roads alone, and when amended 
so as to include street or trolley roads, many provisions that were 
designed to apply to steam roads were apparently overlooked. 

The following correspondence in relation to grade crossings will 
give more detailed information than is found in the foregoing ac- 
counts:

Railroad Company, known as Beverage Hill road, Campbell street, Smith street, 
Prairie avenue, Walcott street, and Brook street, all in the city of Pawtucket. 
This order to take effect on and after Monday, February 13th, 1905.

By your order of July 12th, 1902, each of this company's cars before making 
such crossing must come to a full stop, and in comformity to such order twenty, 
one trains in each direction operated by this company stop before making the 
crossing. I am informed that the Suburban Company uses its tracks only for 
freight and express business, and it makes but two crossings in each direction; 
between 9:00 and 11:00 A. M., and between 2:30 and 4:30 P. M. 

Inasmuch as this company's trains all carry passengers who are delayed at 
this crossing, it would seem for the improvement of the public service that the 
Suburban Company's cars rather than this company's trains stop before making 
the crossing. 

If this plan does not meet with your approval I would suggest that your order 
of July 12th, 1902, be modified so that it will require the passenger trains to stop 
only between the hours of 9:00 and 11:00 A. M. and 2:30 and 4:30 P. M., which 
periods, according to the Suburban Company's schedule, are the only ones during 
the twenty-four hours when there is danger of collision.

My Dear Sir: — I wish to call your attention to the very dangerous condition 
of the railroad crossing at the Pascoag station. There have been some very 
narrow escapes from serious accidents there, and I myself came very near one 
last Saturday, with an auto party of five people. 

There is no flagman there. They leave cars standing right up to the crossing 
And do switching without a man there. Saturday a train (1 P. M.) stood made 
up, for Providence, the crossing was clear, around it stood men that I supposed 
were only waiting for train to go out — no man with flag there — so I supposed 
that it was clear to go over. I came up slow and got within four feet of rail 
when down came the mail car, switched onto the standing train — this blocked the 
crossing for over eight minutes. If I had been one quarter of a second quicker 
we all should have been hurt or killed. It was agitated some years ago to have 
a crossing tender placed there with a flag, but it was withdrawn upon the promise 
of the railroad to see that it was flagged when trains came to it. Since then the 
Southbridge Branch has opened and make it more dangerous, and business has 
increased there so much that it is now a busy crossing. Please look into this 
before some one is killed.

Dear Sir: — I wish to state the facts of a narrowly avoided accident at Station 
14 on the Sea View Railroad in Wickford, R. I. There is a bad grade crossing 
at this point, it being impossible to see in either direction more than a short 
distance from a vehicle attempting to cross. 

On Monday, August 14, at 8:01 A. M., I was crossing in an automobile. I had 
seen the south bound car pass and, thinking track clear, attempted to cross, when 
a second car was approaching slowly. There being a bad down grade I could not 
stop before reaching the rails. The motorman and conductor were in deep 
conversation, the motorman running his car and looking back talking to the 
conductor. I yelled to him, he did not hear; second call he looked ahead just 
in time to stop. No whistle was blown by him on approaching. He saw just 
in time to stop. I think the road should be directed to notify all its motormen 
to be particularly careful at this crossing and give notice of their approach, as 
it is impossible to see from the road, and a very serious accident could easily 
occur. I trust you will do something about this. 

One day this summer I saw a car cross this and the railroad crossing at a terrific 
rate without stopping or blowing a whistle. This was the day of the accident 
at Dead Man's Curve and after the accident occurred, and the car was evidently 
going to Wickford for some aid.

Dear Sir. — In answer to your favor of the 2nd inst., would say that a strict 
interpretation of the State law would call every place where the electric or street 
road crossed a street or highway a grade crossing, and would require signs to be 
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placed at every such crossing. I have, however, decided not to ask for any 
returns of grade crossings in thickly settled parts of cities and towns, but only 
in the rural districts, where direct crossings are made of highways and also where 
the tracks cross any other railroad at grade, either steam or electric. It may be 
found that some of these highway crossings are so dangerous as to require signs 
placed for the protection of travelers on the highways. If the crossing is only 
from one part of a farm to another and not an accepted highway, it should be 
placed as " a farm crossing" and not a grade crossing.

COMPLAINTS. 

The number of complaints against the management and officials 
of the railroads has been much smaller than usual; in some cases 
persons declaring that wrong directions had been given them in 
relation to the trains, and in others that certain officials had not been 
as courteous as the complainant thought they should have been. 
I am satisfied, however, that in no section of the United States are 
the officials, as a rule, more accommodating or courteous. There 
are, of course, exceptions to all rules; but I know that the railroad 
officials are desirous of giving the best service possible and do not 
intend to keep any employee who is negligent or discourteous, if 
the fact is brought to their attention. 

On the 25th of March I received a communication from D. W. 
Miner, of Providence, complaining that while the eight wholesale 
beef houses on Canal street had the cars containing their shipments 
of beef delivered at the Canal street yard, or practically in front of 
their doors, so that no cartage was necessary, yet the officials of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company refused to 
deliver the cars consigned to him at that yard, and he was obliged 
to cart all his beef from the west side freight yard, not only at an 
increased expense, but detrimental to the beef, especially in hot 
weather. He claimed he had three car loads each week shipped 
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from St. Louis, and that he was entitled to the same treatment 
and courtesy that his competitors received. 

I notified Mr. Miner that I would look into the matter referred to, 
and also informed him that I had no power over freight rates or 
freight deliveries but would gladly do anything I could to assist him. 

I accordingly wrote to Mr. John A. Droege, superintendent of the 
Worcester Division, stating the claims made by Mr. Miner and also 
that it appeared to me that he was not receiving fair and impartial 
treatment, and requesting that he take the matter up at his earliest 
convenience. I also had several interviews where the subject was 
discussed. 

On the 8th of April he informed me that the railroad authorities 
had declined to grant the request of Mr. Miner, " for the reason that 
the track in question is not one for teaming purposes and were we 
to permit him to team from it, we would necessarily be compelled 
to permit others. We could not in any event permit cars to be 
placed where he desires, for the reason that it would greatly interfere 
with the teaming to and from the freight house, and would also 
prevent use of this track for a lead to switch on in placing cars at the 
various meat houses." 

Mr. Miner, however, was not satisfied with the decision of the 
railroad officials, and made a formal complaint to the United States 
Interstate Commerce Commission. The Commission detailed the 
Hon. Charles A. Prouty, one of their number, to hear the complaint 
and take evidence in relation thereto. The hearing was held in the 
United States Court Room, Providence, on the 25th of September. 
The railroad company was represented by Hon. Edward G. Buck- 
land, attorney for the railroad, and the complainant by Messrs. 
Harrison A. McKenney and John S. Whitehouse. At the close of 
the long hearing, in which many witnesses were examined, an agree- 
ment was made by which the complainant was given ten days in 
which to file an additional statement, and the railroad company was 
granted five days additional in which to file an answer to the same. 

On the 15th of November the United States Interstate Commerce 
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Commission gave its decision, in which it was "Held: 1. Thai- 
there is no such competitive relation between fresh meat, and, for 
example, fresh fruit, that it is of necessity undue discrimination to 
accord a privilege to the one commodity which is refused to the other. 

2. "That complainant is subjected to undue prejudice under the 
circumstances of the case." 

The following is the correspondence and the full report and opinion; 
of the commission:

St. Louis Union Packing Company's Dressed Beef and Pork Products, 
301 Canal Street, Providence, March 25, 1905. 
Hon. E. L. Freeman, 

Railroad Commissioner, Providence, R. I. 
Dear Sir: — The St. Louis Union Packing Company, of St. Louis, ship me 
three cars of beef a week. These cars are delivered in the west yard. While I 
have asked the railroad company to place my cars in the Canal street yard, 
have been unable to get them placed there. The Canal street yard delivery 
would place my cars nearly opposite my place of business and save me the long, 
haul and carting from west yard, which is very detrimental to the beef and 
expensive to me. 

The eight wholesale beef houses on Canal street get their beef delivered at 
their door, and while they are not tenants of the road it seems unfair that the 
same courtesy should not be extended to me. I appeal to you for the same 
treatment to me that competitors in my line of business get, and beg you to- 
carefully consider the conditions as they exist.

Dear Sir: — I have received from D. W. Miner, a commission dealer of 301 
Canal street, Providence, a complaint that the officials of the New York, New 
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.Haven <fe Hartford Railroad Company discriminate against him, and in favor of 
the eight wholesale beef houses in Providence which handle the beef and products 
of the trust companies, in the matter of handling the cars consigned to them. 

He claims that while these companies have their cars delivered on Canal 
street, almost at their very doors, his cars, of which he has three per week from 
St. Louis, are delivered in the west freight yard, requiring him to haul his beef 
from that yard to his place of business on Canal street, which not only is expensive, 
but detrimental to the beef, especially in hot weather. He also states that he 
has made repeated requests to the officials of the road in Providence, asking that 
-his cars may be delivered on side track in Canal street, in the Canal street yard, 
but his requests have not been complied with. 

On the face of his statement it appears that he is not receiving fair and im- 
partial treatment, and I would respectfully call your attention to this matter 
with the request that you take it up at your earliest convenience and oblige,

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"REPORT AND OPINION OF THE COMMISSION. 

"Prouty, Commissioner: 

"The complainant is a wholesale dealer in fresh meats at Providence, R. I. 
His meat is shipped under refrigeration from St. Louis, Missouri, and he com- 
plains that the defendant, which is the delivering carrier, discriminates between 
himself and his competitors in the delivery of carloads of meat. 

"Canal street in the city of Providence runs nearly north and south, and along 
the west side of that street in close proximity extends what is called a canal. 
Just west of this canal, running nearly parallel to it, is a switch track of the 
defendant, known in this case as the ' beef track.' 

"There are some seven or eight firms engaged in the wholesaling of fresh 
meat in the city of Providence and they all receive their supplies from the west 
in the same manner as does the complainant. All of these concerns, except the 
complainant, own or lease buildings which extend across the canal so that the 
front of the building opens upon Canal street, while the back opens upon the beef 
track just mentioned. The store of the complainant is situated opposite those 
of the other dealers upon the east side of Canal street. The firm of Schwarzchild 
& Sulzberger, commonly known and hereafter referred to as the S. & S. Co., 
controls one of these buildings across the canal which it occupied until some 
two or three years ago, when in order to obtain more room it rented this building 
to parties engaged in other business and secured for its own . accommodation 
quarters upon the east side of Canal street, not far from the store of the com- 
plainant. It did not appear by what title the various competitors of the com- 
plainant occupied these different buildings across the canal, but it did appear 
that they did not derive their title from the defendant railroad company, and it 
further appeared that they had no interest in the beef track so called and no 
right to insist upon any accommodation in respect to that track or yard by 
virtue of their occupancy of these buildings. It was conceded that the defendant 
might remove the beef track at its pleasure. 

"The competitors of the complainant who occupy buildings across the canal 
opening upon this beef track have their carloads of beef placed opposite their 
respective buildings by the defendant and unload them directly from the car 
into the building. The complainant desires to have his car also placed on the 
beef track or upon one of several spur tracks nearby, so that he may unload 
his meat into a wagon and haul it across the canal and across the street to his 
place of business, a distance of two or three hundred feet. The defendant declines 
to place the cars of the complainant in this yard, but insists on placing them in 
what is known as the west yard, which compels the complainant to cart his dressed 
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meat about one-half mile in order to reach his store-house; and this is the dis- 
crimination complained of. 

The yard of the defendant, in which the complainant desires to unload his 
mea% is called Canal street yard, and is limited in extent. Within it are situated 
two depots, connected by a freight platform, which extend nearly parallel with 
the canal. These depots at the present time are used exclusively for the delivery 
of inward freight. They are approached by teams engaged in hauling away 
such freight on the side next the canal, and the space between the depots and 
the canal is so narrow that it is much congested by this traffic. The room 
occupied by the beef track itself is required for the convenient operation of these 
depots to a considerable extent, and cars standing upon that track necessarily 
interfere more or less with the movement of teams frequenting the depots. 
Formerly bulk freight was delivered from cars to some extent in this yard, but 
several years ago the defendant provided the west yard, which is large and 
commodious, for the delivery of such freight, especially when of a perishable 
nature, and at the present time no deliveries are made from the car to the wagon 
under ordinary circumstances at the Canal street yard. The foregoing facts were 
not in controversy. 

" The defendant insisted that owing to the congestion in the Canal street yard, 
occasioned by the handling of its inward freight, it could not without serious 
inconvenience to its patrons make delivery of carload freight in that yard. The 
complainant upon the other hand urged that the defendant might make delivery 
to him of his freight without discommoding its other patrons, and he pointed 
out the location in which his cars might be placed. He also insisted that he 
was seriously damaged by being compelled to haul his meat from the west yard, 
and introduced evidence tending to show the amount of such damage. From 
the testimony and from an inspection of the premises we find 

" 1. The defendant could not, without serious inconvenience in the handling 
of its inward business, permit the general unloading of carload freight in the 
Canal street yard. Its regulation that such freight shall be unloaded in the west 
yard is a just and proper one so far as the bulk of its business is concerned. 

" 2. The S. & S. Company, after moving its building on the canal to its present 
store, continued to have its cars placed on the beef track nearly opposite its 
canal building, and unloaded the meat from the west side of the car into a wagon 
and hauled it across the canal to its store on the opposite side of the street, in 
the same manner that the complainant desires to do. This continued until 
about the time of the filing of the complaint in this case, when the cars of the S. 
& S. Company were placed in the west yard, and that company was compelled 
to unload its meat there. It did not clearly appear what knowledge the defendant 
had as to the unloading of these cars by the S. & S. Company after it moved into 
6 
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its new quarters, but we are inclined to think that the subject was never called 
to the attention of the defendant in such a way that any consideration was given 
to it. We also find that at various times the competitors of the complainant, 
who own buildings on the canal, have unloaded the contents of their caj| 4nto 
teams standing on the west side of the beef track, this being done to save the 
labor of transferring through the building to the team at the other end. This 
does not appear to have been done to any great extent nor to have been called 
specifically to the attention of the defendant. The defendant now enforces the 
rule that no bulk freight shall be delivered in the Canal street yard except from 
the east side of the track into the building located along the canal. Whoever 
owns such a building may have his car placed opposite to it and unload directly 
into the building. There is no room on the east side where it is possible to place 
a team. 

" 3. The complainant receives from three to four carloads of fresh meat per 
week, and the S. <fe S. Company from four to six carloads per week. The com- 
plainant generally unloads his meat early in the morning, as a rule before seven 
o'clock, the hour at which the inward depots at the Canal street yard are opened 
to the general public. The S. & S. Company also unloads its cars in the early 
morning. 

"4. The half-mile haul from the west yard to the complainant's store affects 
more or less at all times of the year the selling qualities of the meat, and in warm 
weather this is serious. The damage seems to be more to the appearance than in 
any actual deterioration, but it was said that the selling value was depreciated 
by this means from ten to sixty cents per hundred pounds, depending upon 
weather conditions, and that a fair average would perhaps be 40 cents per hundred 
pounds. We find that the complainant is damaged by being obliged to unload 
his meat in the west yard as compared to unloading it at the Canal street yard, 
from 10 to 50 cents per hundred pounds, which would be from about $20 to $100 
per carload. 

"5. We think and find that the defendant might permit the S. & S. Company 
and the complainant to unload the carloads of dressed meat now being received 
by them in the Canal street yard without serious interference with the other 
users of that yard and that, in view of the very considerable damage which 
these shippers incur by reason of their inability to so unload their shipments 
the defendant should accord to them this privilege. 

"6. The complainant located where he is something like a year and a half 
ago. He then knew that the S. & S. Company was receiving its dressed meat 
in the manner stated, and that other deliveries of carload freight were made at 
the Canal street yard, and he assumed that his own cars would be delivered at 
that point, but did not apply to the defendant and had no assurance from it. 
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The complainant desires and probably requires to be located in the district where 
KJmilttr houses are doing business. 

" 7. The defendant has not intended to discriminate against this complainant. 
It apparently understands that if it permits this delivery of dressed meat it must 
allow a delivery of other perishable commodities, and has for this reason made 
the rule above stated which it impartially enforces. While in fact the S. & S. 
Company received its freight at the Canal street yard for a time, while a similar 
privilege was denied the complainant, we do not think this was, upon the part 
of this defendant or its agents, with intent to prefer that company. 

" Conclusions. 

" It seems to have been assumed by the defendant that if it permits the com- 
plainant to unload his carloads of meat in the Canal street yard, it must also 
permit the unloading of all perishable commodities at that point if requested. 
We do not so construe the statute. There is no such competitive relation between 
fresh meat and fruit, for example, that it is of necessity an undue discrimination 
to accord a privilege to the one commodity which is refused to the other. It 
might as well be said that no distinction could be made between perishable and 
non-perishable articles. 

"The defendant acting in good faith, although perhaps somewhat influenced 
by the above misinterpretation of the law, has decided that it can not properly 
in the operation of its road permit the complainant to unload his meat in the 
Canal street yard. The Commission has found as a matter of fact that it might 
under existing conditions permit such unloading at that point, that to deny this 
privilege costs the complainant from $20 to $100 per carload, and that under all 
the circumstances the defendant ought to allow it. 

" It is not clear whether the action of the defendant in this particular constitutes 
a violation of the act to regulate commerce. The competitors of the complainant 
by virtue of their occupancy of their storehouses on the canal, which they in no 
way derive from the defendant, enjoy an advantage of locality which the com- 
plainant does not, and it is by no means certain that this carrier in recognizing 
that advantage and declining to accord the complainant a privilege, which in 
the honest judgment of its officials can not properly be accorded, is guilty of any 
undue prejudice against him. It has, however, seemed clear to us that the 
complainant ought not, under the circumstances, to be subjected to this very 
considerable and entirely unnecessary pecuniary damage; that the defendant, 
having it in its power to put the complainant more nearly upon a level with his 
competitors, ought in justice to do so, and that its refusal is an undue prejudice 
against the traffic of the complainant. The defendant ought not in our judgment 
to decline to make deliveries to the competitors of the complainant who occupy 
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these buildings abutting upon its beef track, for to do so would be unnnecessary 
waste of opportunity, but it ought, in so far as it reasonably can, to put the 
complainant upon a level with them. 

"We have decided, therefore, to make an order in favor of the complainant, 
unless the defendant upon further consideration should see fit to permit the un- 
loading of these cars in its Canal street yard. In doubtful cases like this we 
can not overlook the consideration that no order of ours can be made binding 
upon the defendant until it has passed the scrutiny of the courts, while if we err 
in our construction of the law against the complainant he has no relief, since 
from our decision he can not appeal. If the doubtful question were one of fact, 
when our finding might have some evidentiary force, it would be otherwise." 



Accidents from July 1, 1904, to June 30, 1905. 

The returns made by the several steam railroad companies for the 
year ending June 30, 1904, show that in this State there were no 
passengers killed and 32 injured; and that 12 employees were killed 
and 64 injured; that 21 trespassers or persons walking on or across 
the tracks or loafing about freight yards or stealing rides on freight 
trains were killed and 14 injured; that at grade crossings there were 
none killed and 2 injured; that 1 person was killed at station and 4 
injured. 

As compared with the returns of the previous year, these figures 
show that there were no passengers killed during the year; that the 
number of passengers injured was 25 more than last year; that the 
number of employees killed was 4 less than last year; that the number 
of employees injured was 12 more; that the number of trespassers 
killed was 2 more; that the number of trespassers injured was 1 less; 
that the number of persons injured at grade crossings was the same; 
that the number of persons killed at stations was 2 less; and the 
number injured 4 more than last year. To sum up, there were 34 
deaths, 5 less than in last report; and 116 injured, 16 more than last 
year. 
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Accidents from January 1, 1905, to December 31, 1905. 

During the year 1905 there were 113 accidents reported to me 
by the officials of the several steam railroads of this State, in which 
141 persons were killed or injured. 

There was one person killed at station while attempting to board 
moving train. There were 30 passengers injured: 8 in collision; 6 
by door of freight car striking against windows of coaches as two 
trains were passing each other; 1 while boarding train at station; 5 
by jumping from trains before they came to a stop at station; 1 was 
cut by glass from broken window; 5 by shovel falling from train and 
striking windows of another train that was passing; 3 by boarding 
moving trains; and 1 while standing too near tracks to signal train 
to stop. 

There were 10 employees killed: 1 track laborer; 1 was struck by 
overhead bridge; 1 car inspector rolled into water and was drowned 
at India Point; 1. riding on car, was struck by switch stand; 1 fell 
from car and was run over; 1 gateman struck by switcher; 1 in 
collision; 1 water carrier on Shore Line Division; 1 while coupling 
cars; and 1 laborer struck by cars coming from under coal pocket. 

There were 23 persons classed as trespassers killed while walking 
on tracks or stealing rides on trains. There were 19 trespassers 
injured. 

At highway grade crossings there was one killed, a boy 8 years old. 
The gates were down and the crossing tender tried to prevent the boy 
going across, but he dodged the man and passed directly in front of 
train. One man was injured at grade crossing by driving his team 
directly in front of engine. 

One teamer was injured at freight house in Providence. 

Of the persons injured 55 were employees: 11 were injured in 
collision of trains; 3 were laborers shoveling snow; 12 fell from cars; 

2 coupling cars; 1 bridge carpenter; 8 while engaged in switching; 

3 by overhead bridge; 2 while riding on side of cars; 2 at machinery 
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shop; 1 coal handler; 1 boarding moving train; and 9 were injured in 
various ways. 

There were but two collisions reported in the year 1905. One 
occurred on the 25th of January, on the Worcester Division at 
Valley Falls, when south-bound passenger train No. 4,035, ran into 
freight train No. 4,162, which was switching cars into freight house. 
There was a severe snow storm, and the passenger train slowed 
down to 10 miles an hour but the engineer ran by the electric signal 
without knowing whether it stood at danger or not. As a result of 
the investigation the engineer of the passenger train was suspended 
for 30 days. In this accident there were three employees and seven 
passengers injured, none fatally. 

The other was a head-on collision on the Worcester Division, near 
South Auburn station, when freight train No. 1,847 north-bound 
and No. 764 southbound came together. The engineer of No. 
1,847 was killed, and eight employees injured, none seriously. An 
investigation showed that the collision was the result of conflicting 
orders issued by the train dispatcher, who was discharged in con- 
sequence thereof. 

There were two accidents rather peculiar in their cause: as pas- 
senger trains 4,056 and 4,065 were passing each other near Branch 
avenue, an iron shovel fell from one train, probably from 4,065, and 
struck the coaches of both trains, breaking several windows. Five 
passengers, three on train 4,056 and two on train 4,065, were injured 
by the flying glass. 

Freight train No. 4,161 was passing passenger train 4,056 near 
Lonsdale, Worcester Division, when part of a door on freight car 
came off and struck three passenger coaches, breaking several 
windows. Six passengers were struck and slightly injured by the 
flying glass. 

The following list of accidents comprises all that were reported at 
this office, except some where the injuries were very slight, or in 
<^U3es where the occurrence could not properly be classified as a rail- 
road accident. 
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Jan. 1. A party of five attempted to cross the river bridge 
north of Dyerville, on tracks of the Worcester Division, when a train 
came along, and a wagon containing a child two years old was struck, 
and the child, James Brotherton, Jr., had his leg broken above the 
. knee and head cut. Mrs. Etchel, another member of the party, 
sprained her ankle in jumping from track. 

Jan. 2. About a mile west of Slocums a westbound passenger 
train of the Shore Line Division struck and killed Joseph Crandall, 
a track laborer. The remains were taken to Kingston. 

Jan. 3. John Downs, brakeman, Worcester Division, lost his 
balance and fell from car, at India Point, Providence, and was run 
over. He was taken to St. Joseph's Hospital, where he died the 
following morning. 

Jan. 4. Peter Guertin, laborer, Worcester Division, while clean- 
ing snow from switches south of Gaspee street, Providence, was 
struck by tender of engine and head and face cut and left shoulder 
broken. 

Jan. 5. August Lajoie, laborer, Worcester Division, while 
shovelling snow at Atwells avenue, Providence, was struck by train 
and had right arm broken. 

Jan. 15. Louis Warzecha stepped from station platform, at 
Central Falls, directly in front of engine. He was struck and knocked 
down and sustained wounds on forehead, back of head, and upper lip 
was split. He was sent to Rhode Island Hospital. 

Jan. 17. Burgess Bradford, freight brakeman, Shore Line Div- 
ision, jumped on rear end of car, slipped and fell to the ground, 
cutting his face. 

Jan. 17. Michael Leary, hoisting engineer, East Providence 
wharf, Worcester Division, slipped on ice and fell, breaking left leg 
above the ankle. 

Jan. 18. Dave Simicle, laborer, Worcester Division, had two 
fingers of left hknd badly jammed while handling rails near Black- 
stone. 
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Jan. 18. W. R. Curtis, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
uncoupling cars at Pawtucket, was wedged between two cars in such 
a way as to bruise his hip. 

Jan. 20. W. N. Lefrenais, brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
some manner slipped and fell from car, in Warren, and bruised his 
back. 

Jan. 20. A. E. Bernard, engineer, Worcester Division, had left 
eye injured by oil-glass breaking as train was leaving Clyde. 

Jan. 24. W. Peck, brakeman, Worcester Division, north of 
Pawtucket depot, fell from car and was run over. His left leg 
was crushed and had to be amputated. 

Jan. 25. A passenger train and a freight train of the Worcester 
Division were in collision at Valley Falls, and the following persons 
were injured: 

T. Kenworthy, engineer of freight train, cut with broken glass. 

A. Wilde, brakeman, freight train, face bruised, and he was severely 
shaken up. 

W. C. Harden, conductor, passenger train, right thumb cut and left 
elbow bruised.

C. J. Donelly, yard clerk, Worcester Division, while 
working in yard 16, Providence, was struck by switching engine 
and knocked down. His left leg was crushed at the knee. 

Feb. 11. L. E. Tripp, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
riding on side of car, in Providence, was struck by another car, and 
his hip was dislocated. 

Feb. 12. B. I. Norton, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
switching cars in Providence, lost his balance and fell to ground, 
severely spraining left ankle. 

Feb. 15. W. H. Norris, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
switching cars in Providence, fell to the ground, spraining both ankles. 

Feb. 22. Orville Boone, brakeman, Shore Line Division, was 
struck by first overhead bridge east of Wickford Junction, knocked 
from train, and instantly killed. 

Feb. 25. J. Welsh, brakeman, Worcester Division, while switching 
cars in Providence, fell to ground, spraining both legs. 

March 4. While a freight train and a passenger train of the 
Worcester Division were passing at a point north of Lonsdale, part 
of a door came off and struck against side of coaches, and the follow- 
ing persons were injured by flying glass from broken windows:

Charles Berrey, of Richmond street, Providence, 
attempted to board moving freight train of the Worcester Division 
at Darlington, and was knocked to ground and sustained cuts and 
bruises on right cheek and hand. 

March 22. J. H. Connors, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, 
in attempting to board caboose at India Point, had left knee badly 
injured. 

March 24. The headless body of William E. Linesey was found 
lying beside south bound track of the Worcester Division, about 150 
feet south of Central Falls station.

Fred Tankard, of Woonsocket, walking railroad track 
near Clinton street bridge, Woonsocket, was struck by train of the 
Worcester Division and so severely injured that he died the same 
day at the Woonsocket Hospital.

An unknown man, walking tracks of the Worcester 
Division, was struck and instantly killed in front of interlocking 
tower at Northup avenue, Providence. 

May 21. Wilfred Courchene, of Manville, while walking tracks 
of Worcester Division, was struck by train and sustained a slight 
cut on right hand and had right hip bruised. 

May 23. Willard Rockford, while working in repair shop of the 
Worcester Division at Valley Falls, had hand caught and crushed. 
He was taken to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

June 6. H. E. Foote, gateman, Worcester Division, while 
handling gate at passenger station, Providence, was run over by 
switcher and so badly injured that he died later the same day at 
St. Joseph's Hospital. 

June 6. As train No. 12, Worcester Division, was leaving pas- 
senger station in Providence, Terrence McGrath,of Brookline, Mass., 
attempted to board baggage car and fell. He was severely injured, 
and was taken to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

June 15. Two freight trains of the Worcester Division, one 
north bound and the other south bound, collided head on, just north 
of South Auburn station.

C. W. Chamberlain, brakeman, Worcester Division, 
engaged in switching in Providence, sustained a contusion on the 
head. 

Peter Labeau, of Moosup, Conn., was found lying dead 
between tracks of the Worcester Division, at Washington station. 

Oct. 7. An unknown man, walking on tracks of the Worcester 
Division at Valley Falls, was struck and run over by freight train, 
and so seriously injured that he died later at the Rhode Island 
Hospital. 

Oct. 9. William H. Emmott, freight handler, Midland Division, 
slipped and fell out of car in Woonsocket, breaking two ribs. 

Oct. 13. The remains of an unknown man were found on the 
roadbed of the Shore Line Division, about half a mile east of Shan- 
nock station. 

Oct. 13. Owen Flynn, laborer, Worcester Division, while working 
at East Providence wharf, was struck and instantly killed by cars 
coming from under coal pocket. 

Oct. 18. Axel Wicks, deck-hand on barge W. B. Kibbee, in trying 
to cross tracks of the Worcester Division at India Point, climbed 
between cars that were being switched, was caught, and badly bruised 
both legs. He was taken to the Marine Hospital. 

Oct. 18. A. P. Lamothe, brakeman, Worcester Division, stepped 
off engine in Providence, and walked across track directly in front 
of another train and was struck in the back by breast-beam of 
engine, and left side and back were injured. 

Oct. 20. William Shanley, of Providence, stealing a ride on 
train of the Worcester Division, when near Elmwood station jumped 
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on tender of engine, and from there to roof of Pullman car, and was 
struck and killed by overhead bridge at Roger Williams avenue. 

Oct. 20. Thomas Hogan, yard brakeman, Worcester Division, 
climbed up ladder on car in Providence, when grab-iron broke, 
allowing him to fall to ground, spraining his right leg below knee.

He had a bad scalp wound, 
but how or where he had sustained it was unknown. 

Oct. 23. John Choquish, of Valley Falls, stepped from behind 
abutment of bridge, near Pawtucket station, directly in front of 
train of the Worcester Division. He was struck by breast-beam of 
engine and knocked to one side and slightly injured. 

Oct. 25. W. F. Kemple, freight brakeman, Midland Division, 
fell from freight car in Slatersville, and bruised right side of face and 
head. 

Oct. 29. B. 0. Kahler, brakeman, Worcester Division, was 
thrown from top of car in Providence. He fractured a rib, and was 
considerably shaken up.

Walter Crowe, of Providence, while walking tracks of 
the Worcester Division, near Phillipsdale, was struck by train, and 
had left arm fractured at elbow. 

Nov. 11. Hiram B. Crowell, of Hampden Meadows, in attempting

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against a team that was standing near track, and the toes of his 
right foot went under wheels, jamming ends of three toes. 

Nov. 14. George Lemaire, car inspector, Worcester Division, 
stepped from moving electric train at Bristol. He was thrown 
down and both feet crushed under car wheels. He was sent to St. 
Joseph's Hospital. 

Nov. 21. The dead body of Thomas Duggan was found near the 
tracks of the Shore Line Division, between Wood River Junction and 
Carolina. It is supposed he fell from some passing train. 

Nov. 22. Frank Trainer, freight handler, Worcester Division, 
jumped from freight car to ground in Providence, and landed on a 
stone, breaking his right leg. 

Nov. 25. Laducer Gagnon, nine years old, while picking up 
coal from tracks of the Midland Division at Woonsocket, was run 
over by switcher and arm and leg cut off. 

Nov. 26. The body of Joseph Whitehead, of 33 Smithfield 
avenue, was found lying between tracks of the Worcester Division 
at Northup avenue tower, Providence. It is not known how this 
man met his death, but it is supposed he was struck by some passing 
train.

IMPROVEMENTS MADE AND PROPOSED. 

New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad. — The work of 
constructing the new bridge at Arthur avenue in the city of Provi- 
dence, and the consequent abolishment of the three very dangerous 
grade crossings at Dike, Grove, and Acorn streets, is nearly completed, 
and the new bridge will soon be opened for travel. 

At Northup avenue a tract of land has been purchased for the 
purpose of enlarging the freight yard at that point. This addition 
will accommodate 800 cars and will remove much of the switching 
from the main tracks. The buildings have been removed and most 
of the grading done. 

At the Auburn freight yard additional tracks have been provided. 
On the Willimantic Branch new 78-foot steel rails have been laid 
from Washington to the State line, and the roadbed ballasted with 
gravel. 

On the Pascoag Branch passenger traffic has been extended 
beyond Pascoag, and a shelter station erected at Wallum Pond, 
especially for the use of passengers going to and from the State 
Sanatorium. 
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At Newport, on the Taunton Division, the freight yard has been 
thoroughly ballasted, a system of drainage installed, and additional 
bulk freight delivery tracks completed for use; also a steel turntable, 
75 feet in diameter, has been put in, with new pit and approaches. 

The following bridge work has been completed : 

On the Shore Line Division, Bridge No. 27 at Wood River Junction 
replaced by a four-span bridge, two for the main tracks and two for 
sidings, a siding on each side of the main tracks, with a new bridge 
seat and parapet on the old abutments. The span is 13 feet and 8 
inches. The iron is 3-20-inch iron beams at 80 pounds per foot, 17 
feet over all, under each rail. 

At bridges Nos. 28 and 29, over the Pawcatuck river, the old 
abutments were used. Bridge No. 28 has a span 100 feet, 8 inches, 
and bridge No. 29 has a span of 100 feet, 10 inches, the former being 
a double-track pony truss, 16 feet, 11 inches high, and the latter a 
deck truss, 107 feet, 6 inches over all, and 16 feet, 9 inches deep. 

Bridge No. 30, over a highway, has a span of 18 feet, 3 inches, is a 
deck girder 23 feet, 3 inches over all, and 3 feet and J-inch deep. 

Bridge No. 31, over the Pawcatuck river, has a span of 98 feet, 
7i inches, is a deck bridge with a girder 103 feet, 10 inches over all, 
and 9 feet and \ inch deep. 

Bridge No. 34, over the Usquepaugh river has a new pier in the 
centre, the new spans being two deck girders, 37 feet, 8 inches over 
all, and 3 feet, 10J inches deep under each track. 

At bridge No. 49, over the Apponaug river, the west abutment 
and two piers were built, the new masonry being concrete. The span 
between the west abutment and the old pier is 57 feet, 11 inches, 
over a passway. The new spans are deck girders 64 feet over all 
and 6 feet, 10£ inches deep. 

All these bridges were rebuilt with a view to running new and 
heavier engines than heretofore have been possible over the struct- 
ures, and other bridges on this division are receiving like attention. 

Taunton Division, Bridge No. 155, is the Chace Road Bridge, so- 
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called, a new steel bridge of plate girders, 2,850 feet southerly of 
Tiverton. 

Bridge No. 157 is a new steel bridge of plate girders, 2,360 feet 
north of Bristol Ferry. 

Bridge No. 187 is a new steel bridge at Brown's Lane, 4,620 feet 
south of Middletown. 

Proposed new railroad connection from Providence central pas- 
senger station to East Providence, including tunnel through College 
Hill, under charter of the Providence Terminal Company. 

This enterprise, authorized by the legislature in April, 1904, is 
of great importance, not only to the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company, which will actually finance and construct 
the line, but to the city of Providence as well, also to the large 
section of territory comprised in the southeastern part of Rhode 
Island and Massachusetts. 

Making through connection from the railroad line from Warren, 
Bristol, Fall River, and Newport into the central passenger station 
of Providence, is confidently anticipated to result in a large increase 
of travel from those places and adjacent territory to Providence, as 
a trade center, to the advantage of the railroad company, the business 
interests of Providence, and the traveling public as well. 

This new railroad connection also affords an alternate line to 
Boston, without any detriment to the local service now afforded to 
Pawtucket, and will permit the sending of through freight and 
express trains, which do not stop at Pawtucket, to Boston by way 
of the new line. The removal of this through traffic from the line 
through Pawtucket can be only beneficial to that community, 
whether we refer to the existing conditions there, or when the grade 
crossings at Pawtucket and Central Falls are abolished. 

The new connection line will start from the Providence passenger 
station, passing over Promenade street, over railroad yard and 
freight house, Canal street and North Main street, giving ample head 
room at all points. After passing over North Main street the line 
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will pass under Benefit street, and thence in a tunnel to the west 
bank of the Seekonk river. 

The east portal of the tunnel will be just east of Gano street, near 
the end of Amy street. The line will then continue easterly, passing 
over Seekonk river with a drawbridge at a good' height above 
high water, and with two branch connections at the East Providence 
end, one curving southerly and joining the track leading to India 
Point, Fox Point, Wilkesbarre Pier, Fall River, Warren, and New- 
port; the other curving to the north and connecting with the original 
roadbed of the Boston and Providence Railroad Company, as con- 
structed about 1832. Connection is also made with the East Provi- 
dence Branch of the Providence and Worcester Railroad Company. 

A knowledge of the conditions in East Providence and the east 
side of Providence harbor will enable one to appreciate the many 
and varied advantages that may be expected to follow the con- 
struction and operation of the new line, both to the community at 
large and to the railroad interest. It will probably be well into 
the year 1907 before the new line will be in operation. 

The construction of this line by the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Company, with the necessarily large investment, 
may be taken as a strong evidence of the faith of the railroad 
management in the continued growth and prosperity of the com- 
munity at the head of Narragansett Bay. 

The location of the Providence Terminal Company Railroad was 
filed in the Superior Court, Providence county, February 8th, 1906, 
and much of the land needed for terminals has been secured. 

Signal Systems. — There are two kinds of block signals in use on 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad and its branches in 
this State. The automatic block system is in use from Woonsocket 
to Boston Switch, 11.21 miles of double track; also from Providence 
to Pawtucket, 4 miles double track and from East Providence to 
Phillipsdale, 2 miles double track. 

The manual block system is in use from Providence to Westerly, 
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43.85 miles of double track; from Providence to Pleasant View, 5 
miles; making in all 66.06 miles of double track. Its main line 
from Boston to New Jork is protected by block signals the entire 
distance. 
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STREET RAILWAYS. 



The street railroads throughout the State have had a successful 
year. Every road except the Woonsocket Street Railway Company 
and the Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company reports an increase 
in number of passengers carried, and in the case of the Suburban the 
loss reported is caused by the fact that this road and its leased lines 
have passed under the control of The Rhode Island Company and 
the number of passengers carried is included in the returns of the 
latter company. 

The freight and express business has developed quite rapidly, as 
is shown by the fact that twenty freight cars have been added to the 
equipment of the roads, and that the receipts from freight alone 
amounted to more than one.hundred thousand dollars. 

There has not been a large increase in mileage, only about six miles 
outside of the Providence and Burrillville Street Railway Company, 
which, at the date of the official report to this office June 30, was in 
process of building. This road has since been open for travel, making 
the increase in mileage during the year 1905 about seventeen miles. 
The roads have all been getting into better condition in every way, 
and will compare favorably, both in accommodation and management, 
with any in the country. As a rule employees are courteous, gentle- 
menly, and accommodating; there are exceptions, however, and on 
some of the routes outside the cities there are men much better fitted 
to drive coal carts than to run electric cars. As a rule, however, this 
class of men retain their positions but a short time, and then won- 
der why they were discharged. 

The fact that at the busy hours of the day the cars are necessarily 
crowded to overflowing is of itself a sufficient annoyance to pas- 
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sengers, especially to those who are swinging by the straps, without 
having added thereto abrupt and sometimes discourteous orders or 
suggestions from surly or disagreeable officials. 

Summary of Statistics. 

There are fifteen street railroad corporations holding charters or 
doing business in this State; of these there are but ten that are 
operated under their charters, viz. : The Rhode Island Company, 
which owns, leases, or controls the Union Railroad Company, the 
Pawtucket Street Railway Company, the Providence Cable Tram- 
way Company, the Rhode Island Suburban Company and its branch 
lines; the Westerly and Hopkinton Railway Company; the Pawca- 
tuck Valley Street Railway Company; Old Colony Street Railway 
Company of Massachusetts, which leases and operates the Newport 
and Fall River Street Railway Company; Sea View Railroad Com- 
pany; Newport and Providence Railway Company; Providence and 
Danielson Railway Company ; Columbian Street Railway Company ; 
and the Western Rhode Island Railway Company. 

Property. 

These corporations report 346+ miles of road in this State, with 
376+ miles of single track; this is an increase of 6+ miles of road and 
6+ miles of single track. The paid up capital stock of all the roads 
is $23,514,786.80, an increase over last year of $1,907,686.80. They 
own 891 motor cars, 65 freight cars, and 66 other cars; this shows an 
increase in motor cars of 55, an increase in freight cars of 20, and an 
increase in other cars of 10. 

The total property and assets of these corporations are reported 
as $33,244,453.26, an increase over last year of $1,441,366.83. 

Receipts and Expenditures. 

The total receipts from all sources were $4,689,790.00; total ex- 
penditures, $3,656,879.34; net earnings, $1,032,910.66. As com- 
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pared with report of last year these figures show an increase in re- 
ceipts of $278,368.31; an increase in the expenditures of $75,093.14; 
and an increase in net earnings of $203,275.17. The receipts of the 
roads were derived from the following sources, viz.: from passenger 
departments, $3,551,442.59; from freight departments, $108,412.00; 
from rents of road, express privileges, transportation of the mails and 
all other sources, $1,029,935.41. As compared with last year's report, 
these figures show an increase in receipts from passenger departments 
of $110,868.60; an increase in receipts from freight departments of 
$16,967.51 ; and from miscellaneous sources an increase of $150,532.20. 

Dividends. 

Dividends were paid by four of these corporations, as follows: 
Union Railroad Company, 8 per cent., $720,000.00; Pawtucket 
Street Railway Company, 6 per cent., $30,000.00; Newport and Fall 
River Street Railway Company (6 per cent, paid directly to stock- 
holders by Old Colony Street Railway Company, lessee), $49,500.00; 
Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company, 2 per cent., $100,000.00. 
The total amount paid in dividends was $899,000.00. 

Heating of Cars. 

Of the passenger cars in use 414 are warmed by electric heaters. 
This includes nearly all the cars used in winter travel. As a rule the 
vestibule cars are kept quite comfortable, especially so where the con- 
ductor attends to his business and keeps the doors shut all he possibly 
can. In other closed cars the temperature varies from freezing near 
the door to temperate at the other end. 

Grade Crossings. 

There are 26 grade crossings of electric cars over other railroads, 
street or steam; and 111 direct grade crossings over highways, outside 
city limits. 
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Passengers Carried. 

The whole number of passengers carried was 72,513,229; an in- 
crease over last year of 2,855,478. Two roads report a decrease in 
the number of passengers carried. 

Indebtedness. 

The funded debt of all the corporations is $7,558,700.00; floating 
debt, $914,998.06; total indebtedness, $8,473,698.06. There is an 
increase in the funded debt of $637,000.00; a decrease in floating 
debt of $372,666.69; an increase in total indebtehness of $264,333.31. 

Employees. 

The whole number of persons employed by these corporations is 
2,694, a decrease from last year of 486. 

Accidents. 

These were 268 accidents reported in connection with the street 
or electric railways, in which 16 persons were killed and 283 injured 
more or less seriously. Of the persons killed 3 were children who ran 
in front of car and were killed ; 7 were men lying on or beside tracks 
in dark places or walking or crossing tracks in front of cars ; 3 were 
killed in collision of cars and teams; 1 riding on bicycle was struck 
by car; 1 a conductor who stuck his head out of the car door and was 
struck by a passing car; and 1 man who was trying to keep his horse 
from track was thrown in front of car, slipped on track, and was 
struck by car and instantly killed. 

Of the 283 persons injured, 116 were passengers: 42 while trying 
to board or leave cars while they were in motion; 11 in collision of 
cars; 14 were by panic caused by the controller burning out; 12 fell 
from cars ; 9 by derailed cars ; 5 were injured while riding on running- 
board of car; 10 fell while attempting to board standing cars; 2 by 
car tipping; 3 while changing seats; 1 knocked down by team while 
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attempting to board car; 1 in changing cars stepped into ditch; 
1 in collision of car and team; 1 woman stepped on her dress in board- 
ing car, and fell; 1 woman was dragged from car by man who lost his 
balance; 1 by runaway horse running into car; 1 by box falling 
from passing team and striking window of car; 1 slipped after leaving 
car. 

Nineteen were employees: 4 in collision of cars; 2, controller burn- 
ing out; 3, derailed cars; 4, struck by poles or trees beside track as 
they swung out too far from car ; 3 fell from running-board ; 1 fell from 
top of car in barn; 1 caught between freight car and fence; and 1 
while coupling freight cars. 

Eighty-eight were injured by collision of cars and teams; 44 were 
injured by running into cars or crossing tracks or standing too close 
to tracks; of this number 13 were children; 7, in collision of cars and 
bicycles; 5, collisions of cars and automobiles; 3 boys were injured 
while stealing rides ; 1 by car striking push-cart. 

The following is a detailed list of accidents reported to this office 
from the 1st day of January, 1905, to the 31st day of December, 
1905: 

Jan. 7. A Woonsocket Street Railway Co. car left the tracks on 
a curve in Joslin Lot, and James Lockwood complained of knee being 
hurt, and Mrs Welsh complained of her side. 

Jan. 9. A Woonsocket Street Railway Co. car jumped track near 
Walker's switch, Manville Road, and Mrs. Devlin was thrown to 
floor of car, cutting her nose. 

Jan. 9. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a team on Point street, 
Providence, and the driver, Thomas Golosian, was thrown off and 
injured right side. 

Jan. 9. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Market 
Square, Providence, the trolley pole left the wire, and Walter R. 
Washington, who was driving a team at the time, was struck by the 
pole and knocked from seat and slightly injured. 
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Jan. 10. Chas. O'Connell, a child, standing near track on Chalk- 
stone avenue, Providence, turned suddenly and ran in front of a 
Rhode Island Co. car, and was knocked down and received injuries 
which caused his death. 

Jan. 12. A Rhode Island Co. car was derailed at Blackstone and 
Broad streets,Valley Falls, and James Axon, who was standing near 
track, was struck and knocked down and quite severely injured. 

Jan. 13. Wm. McCormick, of Glendale, ran across the street at 
Quin's corner, and jumped on rear steps of car of the Woonsocket 
Street Railway Co., but fell to ground, fracturing his hip. He was 
taken to Woonsocket Hospital. 

Jan. 13. Rev. J. J. McCabe and his driver, Patrick Rielly, were 
driving, when at the corner of Cranston and Bridgham streets, Provi- 
dence, their team was struck by a Rhode Island Co. car. The driver 
was thrown out and badly bruised, and Mr. McCabe sustained a severe 
nervous shock. 

Jan. 13. Bernard Carney, walking on Central avenue, Paw- 
tucket, was struck by a Rhode Island Co. car and knocked to the 
ground. He was cut on forehead and lip, and attended by Dr. 
French. 

Jan. 13. Conductor Frank H. Everett was standing on rear 
platform of a Rhode Island Co. car when rear trucks split the switch 
on Chalkstone avenue, Providence, and the conductor was thrown 
to the ground, bruising his elbow. 

Jan. 14. Joseph Murray, stealing a ride on a Rhode Island Co. 
car on Francis street near Hayes, Providence, jumped from step 
directly in front of car going in opposite direction. He was struck 
and knocked down and received a possible fracture of the skull. He 
was taken to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

Jan. 14. A runaway horse ran into a car of the Qhode Island Co. 
on Broad street, Central Falls, and Mrs. Emma S. Berwick, a pas- 
senger, was considerably shaken up. 
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Jan. 16. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a low-gear on Summer 
street, Providence, and Frank Lapham, the driver, was thrown off 
and slightly bruised. 

Jan. 16. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon on North Main 
street near Meeting, Prqvidence, and John Murphy, the driver, was 
thrown off and had his ear slightly hurt. 

Jan. 16. As a Rhode Island Co. car was on Weybosset street, 
Providence, near the post-office, a box fell from a wagon and went 
through car window, and a passenger, Gertrude Whitney, was cut on 
the cheek by pieces of flying glass. 

Jan. 19. A Rhode Island Co. car struck rear end of wagon on 
Watchemoket Square, East Providence, and James Sexton, the 
driver, fell off and was slightly bruised. 

Jan. 20. A milk wagon was driven in front of a Rhode Island 
Co. car on South Main street, Providence; the horse was knocked 
down and rolled under the car, and Dan H. DeMoris, the motorman, 
was thrown to the street and sustained a severe nervous shock. 

Jan. 24. Mary McDermott was standing on rear platform of a 
Rhode Island Co. car when it struck curve at the corner of Friendship 
and Richmond streets, Providence. She lost her balance and was 
thrown off and badly shaken up. She went to the Rhode Island 
Hospital. 

Jan. 26. Susan W. Hart was struck by wing of snow-plow of the 
Rhode Island Co. on Broadway, Providence. The woman was 
knocked down and badly shaken up, but not seriously injured. 

Jan. 27. Harold Mansfield was stealing a ride on the closed side 
of a Rhode Island Co. car on Elmwood avenue, Providence, and was 
struck by a tree, and fractured his skull. 

Jan. 31. A Rhode Island Co. car and a team were in collision at 
Harris avenue, Providence, and the driver of the team was thrown out 
and sustained a severe scalp wound. 
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Feb. 2. A Rhode Island Co. car was in collision with a wagon at 
the corner of Westminster and Jackson streets, Providence, and John 
F. Willard was thrown out and claims that he fractured his knee cap. 

Feb. 2. A hack was driven from behind a west bound car of the 
Rhode Island Co., directly in front of an east bound car on Broadway, 
Providence, and the driver, Bernard Sullivan, was thrown off and 
dislocated his shoulder. 

Feb. 4. Edward Farrell fell from moving car of the Rhode Island 
Co. on Central avenue, Pawtucket. He was somewhat shaken up, 
but not seriously injured. 

Feb. 9. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a team on Broad street, 
Providence, and the driver, J. P. Meehan, was thrown out and in- 
jured about the head and shoulders. 

Feb. 11. Alice Whittlesey, partially deaf, crossed tracks within 
a few feet of an approaching car of the Rhode Island Co. on Hartford 
avenue, Providence. She was knocked down and rendered uncon- 
scious. She was attended by Dr. Longfellow and then taken to her 
home. 

Feb. 17. James Moran, stepped from moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. at footbridge on South Water street, Providence, and fell 
on his back and was quite severely shaken up. 

Feb. 18. In a rear end collision of Rhode Island Co. cars on Cathe- 
dral Square, Providence, several persons were badly shaken up and 
bruised. 

Feb. 19. A boy, Earl Gorton, slipped on track, in front of a Rhode 
Island Co. car at the corner of Bridgham and Broad streets, Provi- 
dence, and was slightly bruised. 

Feb. 20. A wagon slid into side of Rhode Island Co. car on Broad 
street, Providence, and the horses started to run, throwing the 
driver, W. J. Muspratt, out, and he was bruised from the fall. 

Feb. 21. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a coal wagon on Admiral 
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street, Providence, and the driver, Rocco Pasquale, was thrown off 
and bruised about the body. 

Feb. 22. In a rear end collision of Rhode Island Co. cars on 
Blackstone Boulevard, Providence, Annie M. Legg was thrown from 
seat of car and received contusions of body. 

Feb. 22. Alvin Cole left car of the Rhode Island Co. in front of 
Cole's gate, Bristol, and slipped on ice and fell. He said he was not 
hurt. 

Feb. 23. Patrick Kelly staggered towards car of the Woonsocket 
Street Railway Co. as it was on down grade near the station, Woon- 
socket, and was struck and knocked over backwards. He got up and 
walked away. 

Feb. 25. An intoxicated man, James Baxter, walked directly in 
front of a rapidly moving car of the Rhode Island Co. on Weeden 
street, near Reservoir avenue, Pawtucket. He was knocked down 
and bruised about the head, and taken to the Pawtucket General 
Hospital. 

Feb. 28. Patrick Flynn and James O'Connor drove a team on 
track directly in front of a Rhode Island Co. car on Charles street, 
Providence. The team was struck and both men fell out, but they 
were so intoxicated it could not be determined whether they were 
hurt or not. 

March 1. An unknown man slipped and fell in front of a Rhode 
Island Co. car on Westminster street, Providence, and cut a gash in 
his scalp. 

March 2. Patrick Connors fell from rear of Rhode Island Co. car 
on lower end of Branch avenue bridge, Providence, and was severely 
bruised about head and neck. 

March 4. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon near Nelson 
street, East Providence, and the driver, David Cashman, was thrown 
out and received a bad scalp wound and was otherwise bruised. 

10 
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March 7. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon at the corner of 
Crawford and South Main streets, Providence, and the driver, Geo. 
Cowell, was thrown from the team and quite badly bruised, and was 
taken to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

March 9. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon at Manton 
avenue and Chaffee street, Providence, and the driver, Frank Riley, 
was thrown out and bruised, but not seriously. 

March 14. Forest Wyman, riding a bicycle, ran out from behind 
one car of the Rhode Island Co. directly in front of another, going in 
the opposite direction. He was thrown from the wheel and received a 
cut over the left eye and a bad scalp wound. He was taken to the 
Rhode Island Hospital. 

March 15. Henry Bell, being near-sighted, walked on to track in 
front of a Rhode Island Co. car on Smithfield avenue, Providence, and 
was struck by car and so severely injured that he died from the effect 8 
of his injuries. 

March 15. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Elmwood 
avenue, Providence, Harold D. Moody, the conductor, looked out the 
car door, and was struck by a tree and received a scalp wound. 

March 20. John Chadwick, walking on Smithfield avenue, Provi- 
dence, stepped on track in front of a Rhode Island Co. car, and was 
struck and knocked down and injured about the chest. He was 
taken to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

March 24. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a coal team on Paw- 
tucket avenue, Providence, and C. Leonado was thrown off and re- 
ceived a bad injury to his leg. 

March 26. Louis F. Hubert, Card Farm, Elmville, was found lying 
beside tracks of the Rhode Island Co. at. Belief ont station, Button- 
woods line. He was taken to Thurber's avenue barn, and died just 
as he got there. The cause of the accident is unknown. 

April 2. As a Rhode Island Co. car was on Exchange Place, 
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Providence, the controller burned out, and the motorman, Harold 
Oulton, had his hands slightly burned. 

April 5. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon on Randall 
Square, Providence, and the driver, Leroy Wilbur, was thrown out 
and slightly bruised. 

April 5. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon at the corner of 
Benedict and Cranston streets, Providence, and the driver, S. B. 
Cashman, was thrown against wagon top and fractured three ribs. 

April 5. A Woonsocket Street Railway Co. car ran into rear end 
of a moving van on Slatersville Hill, Great Road, and the driver of 
the van was slightly injured. 

April 7. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Pawtucket 
avenue, an elderly woman, Mrs. Edward Wilkins, stepped from behind 
another car directly in front of this one, and was struck and knocked 
down and badly bruised. 

April 11. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon at the corner 
of Eddy and Blackstone streets, Providence, and the driver, J. J. 
Quinn, was thrown out and struck on his head. He was taken to the 
Rhode Island Hospital, where he died. 

April 11. The rear trucks of a Rhode Island Co. car took the 
switch wrong in rounding corner at Dyer and Richmond streets, 
Providence, and John Anderson was thrown out and injured his leg. 

April 20. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a low-gear at the drive- 
way of the Eastern Bolt and Nut Co., East Providence, and the driver, 
Frank Geary, was thrown out and slightly bruised. 

April 21. A Rhode Island Co. car collided with a team at the 
corner of Steeple and Canal streets, Providence, and the driver, 
Samuel Phillips, was thrown out and fractured his leg. 

April 22. A Rhode Island Co. car left the rails at Phillipsdale 
Railroad Bridge, East Providence, and darted toward Elizabeth 
Smith, who was standing in the road, and she was so badly frightened 
that she received a nervous shock. 
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April 22. At Dorrance street, Providence, Peter Herion at- 
tempted to board a standing car of the Rhode Island Co. and slipped 
on step and fell, striking his head on manhole cover. He was taken 
to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

April 23. The controller of Rhode Island Co. car burned out as 
car was at the corner of Westminster and Huntington avenue, 
Providence, and Mary Manning and Kate Pilkinton received severe 
nervous shocks.

A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon containing 
Oliver Theroux and wife, at Greystone, R. I. Mr. Theroux had right 
arm broken and chin cut. His wife had a severe scalp wound, and 
was injured about back and chest. She was taken to the Rhode 
Island Hospital.

Sept. 10. Freda Dufresne, standing between seats of open car of 
the Rhode Island Co. at Moore's corner, East Providence, lost her 
balance as car was rounding curve, and fell, striking upon her head, 
and was slightly bruised. 

Sept. 10. In changing cars of the Rhode Island Co. near the 
Cumberland car house, Elizabeth Stringfellow stepped into ditch on 
private land owned by the company and sprained her ankle and in- 
jured her right hip. 

Sept. 10. Bernard Anderson, walking on track between Palace 
Garden and Lakewood on Buttonwoods Line, was struck by a Rhode 
Island Co. car, and had shoulder dislocated. Taken to Rhode Island 
Hospital. 

Sept. 11. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a tip-cart on Warren 
avenue, East Providence, and the two occupants were thrown out. 
Geo. Taylor had his arm broken, and William Hennessey struck on 
his head and received concussion of the brain. 

Sept. 16. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon on Eddy street, 
Providence, and the driver, P. Max, was thrown out and badly 
shaken up and bruised. 

Sept. 17. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon on County 
street, East Providence, and T. W. Betz, a passenger on running- 
board of car, was struck by some part of the wagon and bruised on 
right hip; injuries slight.

Michael Scully was knocked down by a Rhode Island 
Co. car at the corner of Broad and Hoyle streets, Providence, and 
seriously injured. He was taken to the Rhode Island Hospital, where 
he died. 

Dec. 6. A Rhode Island Co. car collided with a coupe on Steeple 
street, Providence, and Miss Cornelia Hartshorn, who was in the 
coupe, was struck by glass and slightly cut. 

Dec. 6. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon on Eddy street, 
Providence, and the driver, Francis Radigan, was thrown backward 
from seat and wrenched his back. 

Dec. 6. Joseph McDonald, stealing a ride on a Rhode Island Co. 
car on Prospect street in Pawtucket, fell and was slightly cut about 
the face. 

Dec. 8. Herbert Waterman, motorman of a Rhode Island Co. 
car that collided with a car ahead of it on Tockwotton street, Provi- 
dence, had right leg slightly injured. 

Dec. 11. A Rhode Island Co. car struck an ice wagon on Massasoit 
avenue, East Providence, and the driver, A. H. Threshier, was thrown 
out and injured about right leg. 
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Dec. 13. James Grewcock was trying to keep a horse from tracks 
of the Rhode Island Co. on Main street, East Greenwich, when the 
horse suddenly threw his head around, forcing the man onto the 
track, where he slipped and fell and was struck by car and instantly 
killed.

Dec. 19. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a wagon on Westminster

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street, Providence, and Batiste Caito, the driver, was thrown out, 
spraining his wrist. 

Dec. 19. A Rhode Island Co. car struck a low-gear on Hartford 
avenue in front of Atlantic Mills, and threw Gaetano Santopadre out, 
and he was injured about the right ankle and shoulder. 

Dec. 22. John H. Drury fell from rear platform of a Rhode Island 
Co. car at the corner of Friendship and Chestnut streets, Providence, 
and skinned his face. 

Dec. 23. John Rocco, driver of wagon that was struck by a Rhode 
Island Co. car at Broad and Lockwood streets, Pawtuxet, was 
thrown out and slightly bruised. 

Dec. 23. Staniston Mercier, of Blackstone, Mass., while in an 
intoxicated condition, jumped in front of moving car No. 62 of the 
Woonsocket Street Railway Co. on Blackstone street, Woonsocket r 
and was struck. He was injured about the head and taken to Woon- 
socket Hospital, and discharged December 26. 

Dec: 24. Edwin Arnold, of Tarkiln, while waiting for a car at 
Putter's switch, Slatersville, was struck by car of Columbian Street 
Railway Co., and slightly injured about the head. 

Dec. 24. James E. Orr stepped from moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. on Reservoir avenue, Providence, and fell, injuring his 
knee. 

Dec. 24. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Exchange 
Place, Providence, the controller caught fire and caused a panic, and 
the following were cut and bruised in the rush that followed: Edgar 
and Hannah Snyder, Nellie Sullivan, and John Drum. 

Dec. 26. The controller of a Rhode Island Co. car caught fire on 
Evergreen street, Pawtucket, and Laura Garin was frightened .and 
somewhat bruised in the panic which followed. 

Dec. 31. Charles Potter stepped from moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co. on Elmwood avenue, Providence, and fell, bruising his 
head and face and shoulders. 
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Changes, Extensions, and Improvements. 

The Rhode Island Company. — Improvements have been made the 
past year in the way of extension of lines and additions to equipment, 
the main work being the completion of the extensions as outlined 
fully in report for the previous year, and such minor changes in the 
operation of existing lines as have appeared to be necessary to afford 
better transportation facilities, the aim of the management being to 
continue to improve its service in every way possible to the advantage 
of the public. 

An important addition of track has been the extension of the 
Charles street line in the city of Providence to connect with the 
tracks of the Providence and Burrillville Street Railway Company 
in the town of North Providence, so that through cars between the 
cities of Providence and Woonsocket are now in operation. Another 
improvement has been the laying of a* second track on Warren and 
Bullock's Point avenue in the town of East Providence to provide 
a double track for the Crescent Park line, and thus obviate the in- 
terruptions to a safe and convenient transportation service that were 
constantly occurring during the heavy summer traffic, due to a por- 
tion of the line being single track. 

The extension of the Hope street line from Rochambeau avenue 
northerly about 2,000 feet has been completed, and in the near future, 
by changes that are proposed for the route at Angell, Meeting, and 
Thayer streets, it will be possible for the company to re-arrange the 
service between Providence and Pawtucket, via this and the East 
avenue route. 

The Smith street route has been extended from Centerdale to Grey- 
stone in the town of North Providence. 

The assent of the town council of Cumberland having been obtained 
for the removal of the narrow gauge lines within the limits of the 
town, the company has relaid the tracks so that now the entire system 
is of standard gauge. 

The tracks of the Interstate Consolidated Street Railway Company 
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have, during the past year, been relaid between Pawtucket and Attle- 
borough. 

In the matter of additional construction the company has erected 
a building for a freight house at the junction of Taft and Pleasant 
streets in the city of Pawtucket. 

The power capacity of the main station in Providence has been 
increased by the addition of one 2,500 K. W. Parsons Tubo-generator, 
making the total capacity of the Manchester street station 30,000 
horse power. 

To the rolling stock of the company there has been added 1& 
twenty-five-and-one-half-feet closed cars; 20 thirteen-bench open 
cars; 4 express cars, double trucks; 1 service car, double truck; I 
locomotor, and 12 single-truck plows. 

Mr. Robert I. Todd, the General Manager for the past three years, 
having resigned to accept a similar position in Indianapolis, Mr. 
Albert E. Potter, formerly Superintendent of Transportation, has 
been appointed in his place. Mr. Potter's connection with the com- 
pany for several years, and thorough acquaintance with the needs of 
the public, make him well fitted to assume the responsibilities of his 
new position, and in so far as his influence is exerted it will, without 
doubt, be toward the further continuance of the policy, which the 
company has long maintained, of giving to the public the best trans- 
portation service possible by a street railway. 

The Providence and Burrillville Street Railway Company was 
open for business November 27. This road is located in the towns 
of North Smithfield and Lincoln, making connection at the northern 
terminus with the Woonsocket Street Railway Company, and at its 
southern terminus with the Rhode Island Company, so that the cars 
will run direct from Woonsocket to Providence. The road-bed runs 
almost exclusively on land owned by the corporation, crossing several 
highways, but no other railroad, steam or electric. 

The road is laid out in almost a straight line from Woonsocket to 
Providence, and makes no attempt to run through the several villages 
located along its line. 
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The mileage of the road proper is about ten miles, the road-bed 
gravel ballasted, rails 75 pounds to the yard, on eight-foot ties, con- 
nected with Weber joints. 

The cars are of the latest vestibule pattern, with all modern im- 
provements, and capable of making all the speed desired for an ex- 
press line between Providence and Woonsocket. 

The travel over this line since its opening has fully demonstrated 
the great advantage of a direct connection of the two cities by an 
electric line, and its appreciation by the people of both cities has been 
fully manifested by the patronage it has received. 

The route is through a picturesque portion of the country and will 
make a most pleasing ride, especially in the summer time, for those 
who wish to avoid the heat of the cities or of closed steam cars. 

The Westerly and Hopkinton Railway Company has not been put in 
operation, owing to delays for various reasons. They report that a 
contract has been made with a reliable construction company to 
build and equip the road; some track has been laid, and it is intended 
to complete the road as soon as possible. 

This road is to run from Westerly through Stillmanville, White 
Rock, and Potter's Hill to Ashaway, a distance of four and one-fourth 
miles. 

The Western Rhode Island Railway Company has not yet, so far as 
I have been able to ascertain, commenced to build its road. 

The Point Judith Railway Company was organized May 16, 1905, 
and paid a tax to the General Treasurer of the State, but so far as I 
have been able to ascertain, no further progress has been made. 

The Worcester and Providence Railway Company paid its tax to the 
General Treasurer May 26, and a meeting was called for organization 
for November 28 v but no further report has been received at this office. 



In the appendix to this report will be found the returns of the 
several steam and electric or street railroad corporations, chartered 
by or operating railroads in this State, with tables compiled there- 
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from; also such new legislation relating to such corporations as has 
been enacted by the General Assembly since my last report, including 
charters for new companies and amendments to charters of existing 
companies. 

There should be a comprehensive revision of the laws of this State 
concerning railroads. As the law now stands upon the statute books 
there is great ambiguity as to what portion of it applies exclusively 
to the steam roads, and what to the street or trolley roads. The 
general law in relation to railroad corporations was enacted before 
any such thing as street railroads existed in this State. And there 
was really no law in regard to street railroads or tramways until in 
1889 the General Assembly adopted as section 7 the following: 

" Section 7. The word railroad as used in this chapter, except in 
section nine, shall be construed so as to include all so-called tram- 
ways, and all other railroads operated by steam or other power." 

Section nine, which is alone excepted from the provisions of section 
seven as above, refers to the right of a passenger to take with him 
personal baggage to the amount of eighty pounds, free of charge. 
But there are very many portions of the general railroad laws which, 
if made to apply to street or trolley cars, would prove not only annoy- 
ing but burdensome and expensive. As for example, section 25 of 
chapter 187 requires that " every railroad corporation shall carry on 
€ach passenger car a sufficient quantity of good drinking water, with 
suitable vessels for using the same, and every railroad corporation 
refusing or neglecting to comply with the requirements of this section 
shall be fined twenty-five dollars." 

Section 26 of same chapter provides that "every railroad cor- 
poration shall provide and keep in every car used by it for the trans- 
portation of passengers, one pail, one axe, and one' iron bar, which 
shall at all times be kept in order for use. Every railroad corporation 
violating the provisions of this section shall be fined one hundred 
dollars for each offence, one half thereof to the use of the complainant 
and one half thereof to the use of the State." 
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By section 12 of the same chapter, at every grade crossing of turn- 
pike, highway, or public way, sign boards shall be erected upon each 
side of said crossing, etc. 

These are but samples of the many inconsistencies in the railroad 
laws, caused by the attempt to make the railroad law, that was 
originally intended and did apply to steam railroads, apply to all 
other railroads, although the conditions are entirely different. 

A strict interpretation of the law would require signboards erected 
at both sides at every place where a railway crossed a street in cities 
and towns, which would not only prove expensive to the railways, 
but would appear ridiculous in the extreme. And the same criticism 
would apply to several other sections of chapter 187. Since the pas- 
sage of the law of 1889, provisions relating to street roads have been 
sandwiched in among the other provisions, so that our railway law 
is a patchwork of old and new legislation, which is not creditable to 
the State. 

I have, in accordance with law, made many recommendations to the 
General Assembly as to the operation of cars upon street and steam 
roads, but none have seemed to meet with its approbation, or they 
have been overlooked or forgotten. The Railroad Commissioner has 
but little power as compared with the Commissioners of other States, 
and in many cases all he can do is to recommend. He is often censured 
for doing or not doing certain things over which he has no authority. 
When complaints are made to him about all he can do is to see the 
railroad officials and persuade them, if possible, to change or modify 
the evils complained of. In many cases I have been successful in 
my attempts to change conditions, but sometimes have failed to do 
so. 

I would repeat my recommendation of last year, that "all new 
railroad corporations, steam or trolley, be required to notify the 
Railroad Commissioner, immediately upon their organization, of the 
fact, giving the date of same, a full list of officers chosen, with post 
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office address of president or secretary, the amount of capital stock 
authorized by charter, and the location of the business office of said 
company." 

I would also renew my recommendation that all cars on street or 
trolley lines that are used in cold weather should be provided with 
vestibules. There are still some long routes, notably in Pawtucket, 
Lincoln, and Cumberland, which are unprovided with vestibules, and 
not only do the motormen and conductors suffer severely from the 
cold, but passengers obliged to ride near the doors are in danger of 
taking severe colds, resulting sometimes in pleurisy or pneumonia, 
as a result of the cold drafts which invade the cars whenever doors 
are open to receive or discharge passengers. 

I would also renew my recommendation that the Railroad Commis- 
sioner be given some supervision over all matters on railroads that 
pertain to the safety or accommodation of passengers. 

The office, No. 121 State House, is open during business hours, and 
any information therein contained will be cheerfully furnished to 
those who may call.

CHAPTER 1217. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO CHAPTER 279 OF 
THE GENERAL LAWS, "OF OFFENCES AGAINST PRIVATE PROP- 
ERTY." 

[Passed March 21, 1905.] 

It is enacted by the General A ssembly as follows: 

Section 1. Every person who shall willfully and maliciously take or remove 
the waste or packing from out of any journal box or boxes of any locomotive, 
engine, tender, carriage, coach, car, caboose, or truck used or operated upon any 
railroad, whether the same be operated by steam or electricity, shall upon con- 
viction thereof be imprisoned not more than three years or be fined not exceeding 
five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

Notice of the pendency of the petition of Jeremiah P. Robinson 
and others for the passage of an act entitled "An act to incorporate the Point 
Judith Railroad Company" shall be given by the petitioners therefor in eight or 
more successive issues of some newspaper published in the city of Providence, and 
such notice shall contain a statement that said act authorizes said company to 
locate, construct, and equip a railroad in the town of Narragansett, and to operate 
the same by steam or any other motive power. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



CHAPTER 1302. 

AN ACT PROVIDING FOR NOTICE OF THE PENDENCY OF THE PETI- 
TION OF THE WESTERLY AND HOPKINTON RAILWAY COMPANY 
FOR THE PASSAGE OF AN ACT ENTITLED "AN ACT AUTHORIZING 
THE WESTERLY AND HOPKINTON RAILWAY COMPANY TO CON- 
STRUCT AND OPERATE A RAILWAY LINE FROM WATCH HILL TO 
NARRAGANSETT PIER AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES, BEING IN 
AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO 'AN ACT TO INCORPORATE 
THE WESTERLY AND HOPKINTON RAILWAY COMPANY/ PASSED 
AT THE JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1902, AND OF THE SEVERAL ACTS 
IN AMENDMENT THEREOF AND IN ADDITION THERETO." 

[Passed March 31, 1905.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Notice of the pendency of the petition of the Westerly and Hop- 
kinton Railway Company for the passage of an act entitled "An act authorizing 
the Westerly and Hopkinton Railway Company to construct and operate a rail-

way line from Watch Hill to Narragansett Pier and for other purposes, being in 
amendment of and in addition to 'An act to incorporate the Westerly and Hop- 
kinton Railway Company/ passed at the January session, A. D. 1902, and of the 
several acts in amendment thereof and in addition thereto," shall be given by 
the petitioners therefor in three or more successive issues of some newspaper 
published in the city of Providence, and in one or more issues of some newspaper 
published in the county of Washington, after the presentation of said act, and 
such notice shall contain a 'statement that said act authorizes said corporation 
to exercise the right of eminent domain and to acquire franchises in the streets 
and highways in the towns of Hopkinton, Richmond, Westerly, Chariest own, 
South Kingstown, and Narragansett. 

Sec. 2. Section 2 of Chapter 21 of the General Laws and all other acts and 
parts of acts inconsistent herewith, in so far as the same apply to this act or to 
said act entitled "An act to incorporate the Westerly and Hopkinton Railway 
Company," passed at the January session, A. D. 1902, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect immediately. 



AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE POINT JUDITH RAILROAD COMPANY. 

[Passed April 18 1905.] 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Jeremiah P. Robinson, Isaac R. Robinson, Henry B. Kane, 
Charles J. Tucker, and. Frank D. Sturges, their associates, successors, and assigns, 
are hereby created a body corporate by the name of The Point Judith Railroad 
Company; and by that name may have and use a common seal, and the same 
break, change, and alter in their discretion, and shall have all the powers, privi- 
leges, and immunities necessary to carry out the full intent and purpose of this 
act, viz.: for locating, constructing, and equipping a railroad commencing at 
some point at or near the present railroad station belonging to the Narragansett 
Pier Railroad Company in the village of Narragansett Pier in the town of 
Narragansett, and thence extending southerly to, at, or near the ex- 
tremity of Point Judith, so called, in said Narragansett, and operating 
the same by steam or any other motive power; and for this purpose they 
may lay out the said road not exceeding six rods wide; and for cutting or raising 
embankments, obtaining stone and gravel, or erecting a wharf or wharves, bridges, 
buildings, turnouts, branches, sidings, depots, stations, freight yards and houses, 
engine houses or other buildings, may take as much more land as may be nec- 
essary for any of said purposes, with power to erect, operate, and maintain 
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stations for generating electricity for operating said railway, and also for fur- 
nishing light and heat for the cars, stations, and other premises and property of 
said company, subject, however, to all the duties and liabilities set forth in 
Chapters 177 and 187 of the General Laws and in all acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto, so far as said statutes are applicable. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall be one hundred thousand 
dollars, divided into shares of the par value of one hundred dollars each. Said 
corporation may from time to time issue its bonds, and secure the same by a 
mortgage or mortgages of its property, rights, and franchises, in such sums and to 
such amounts as it may deem necessary, not exceeding, however, the amount of 
the capital stock authorized by this act, for the purpose of constructing, improv- 
ing, and equipping its property, and to pay and discharge any indebtedness 
existing against it. The management of all its affairs shall be vested in a board 
of at least five directors, chosen by the stockholders. The directors shall hold 
office for one year and until others are elected and qualified to take their places, 
and a majority of them shall form a quorum to do business, and may fill vacancies 
occurring in their number. The directors shall elect one of their number president 
of their board, who shall also be the president of the company, and they may 
choose a clerk and treasurer, who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of their 
duties, and such other officers and agents as they may deem necessary. The 
treasurer shall give bond to the corporation, with surety or sureties to the satis- 
faction of the directors, in a sum to be fixed by them, for the faithful discharge 
of his trust. 

Sec. 3. Said corporation may make all by-laws necessary for the management 
of its affairs, and the regulation and control of its officers and agents, and to 
carry out the provisions of this act, and may alter the same from time to time. 

Sec. 4. Said corporation may lease or purchase and hold all such land and 
materials for the use of said road, wharves, terminals, and such other purposes 
as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this act, and, if necessary, may 
dispose of and convey the same. 

Sec. 5. Said board of directors may from time to time make assessments 
upon the shares of the corporation for the purpose of effecting the purpose of 
this incorporation, and order the same to be paid to the treasurer; and may order 
the treasurer to give notice thereof, and prescribe the mode of notice and length 
of time thereof, and if any stockholder shall for thirty days after the time fixed 
for the payment neglect to pay his assessment, the directors may order the share 
or shares of such stockholder to be sold at public auction, giving not less than 
thirty days' notice of such sale in some newspaper printed and published in the 
city of Providence, to the highest bidder, and shall transfer the same to the pur- 
chaser, paying to the delinquent stockholder the surplus, if any, over the assess- 
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ment, interest, and expenses: Provided, however, that all such assessments shall 
be equal, and shall not exceed in the whole the rate of one hundred dollars per 
share. 

Sec. 6. Said corporation may establish rates of fares and freight, and charge 
for service, and change the same from time to time. 

Sec. 7. Said corporation shall have the power to construct, maintain, and 
extend to deep and navigable water, from land owned, leased, or possessed by 
it in the town of Narragansett, such piers, wharves, docks, and warehouses as 
it shall deem necessary for the purposes of steamboat and other landings and to 
create facilities for handling and storing freight and general merchandise, and to 
buy, charter, build, own, and operate steamboats or ferryboats fco run in con- 
nection with said railroad, and to establish and collect toll, fare, freight, or ferriage 
for the transportation of persons and property. 

Sec. 8. The annual meeting of said corporation shall be held at such time and 
place as the corporation shall by by-law direct, and until the first annual meeting 
Jeremiah P. Robinson, Isaac R. Robinson, Henry B. Kane, Charles J. Tucker, 
and Frank D. Sturges are constituted directors of said corporation, with power 
to fill vacancies in their number. The directors shall be chosen by ballot, each 
proprietor of one vote being a member, and each proprietor having as many votes 
as he may own shares. A majority of the directors herein named may notify 
the first annual meeting by giving notice of the time and place thereof at least 
thirty days previous in some newspaper printed and published in the city of 
Providence. 

Sec. 9. When said corporation shall have located said road they shall make 
report thereof to the common pleas division of the supreme court next to be holden 
in and for the county of Washington, wherein they shall particularly describe the 
bearings of the route so located and the names of the owners of the land through 
or over which the same may pass, so far as they can be ascertained: and said court 
shall thereupon give notice thereof to said owners and to all other persons inter- 
ested, by advertising, or personally, or both, in their discretion, and at the ex- 
pense of the corporation; and the court shall appoint three disinterested persons 
from said county (vacancies, if any happen, to be filled by the court) commis- 
sioners to estimate all damages which any person owning or interested in said 
lands or materials taken may sustain, provided said road or any appurtenances 
thereof be constructed thereon or such materials be taken, and may include therein 
all damages, if any, caused by surveys for said road. Said commissioners, before 
acting as such, shall be sworn to a faithful discharge of their duty, and shall give 
notice under orders of said court to all persons interested to file their claims for 
damages with one of said commissioners, or the clerk of said court, within thirty 
days from the date of their notice; and at the end of said time said commissioners 
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or a majoirity of them (having previously given notice of the time and place of 
their meeting in some newspaper printed in the city of Providence for three suc- 
cessive insertions) shall meet upon the land so located and report and proceed 
to examine the same and hear the parties, their counsel and evidence, and estimate 
the damages aforesaid. And all the expenses and costs of said commissioners, 
and of the court and its officers, and of advertising and giving notices herein 
required, and all other expenses which may become necessary to carry out the 
object of this act, shall be borne by said corporation. And the commissioners, 
or a majority of them, shall make report of their doings to said court; and said 
court shall order said report or the substance thereof to be printed in some news- 
paper published in said city of Providence three weeks successively. Said cor- 
poration or any person dissatisfied may apply to said court, at is term next after 
the expiration of said notice, for a jury to examine the amount of damages as 
aforesaid to be paid by said corporation, and a trial shall be had thereon under 
the direction of said court; and if the party applying for such jury fail to obtain 
an alteration of the estimate or assessment in favor of such party applying, such 
party shall pay all costs accruing after the entry of such application, and the 
court shall render judgment and issue an execution or executions to carry out 
such judgment; and if within sixty days after said corporation shall have entered 
upon the land of any person, and begun to construct their road, and no applica- 
tion is made for injury, they shall not pay the damages as assessed as aforesaid, 
such person may have an action of debt against said corporation to recover the 
same. And the report of said commissioners if not appealed from, or the verdict 
of the jury and judgment thereon, shall forever be a bar to any further action 
against said corporation for any injury for which said damages were awarded. 

Sec. 10. Said commissioners shall be allowed a reasonable compensation for 
their services. They shall, at the request of any one whose land ormaterials are 
to be taken by said corporation, require said corporation to give security to the 
satisfaction of the said commissioners to such person for the payment of all 
damages which may be awarded by them or by a jury, and for costs and expenses, 
and thereupon said corporation shall not enter such persons' land for any other 
purpose than surveying until such security is given. 

Sec. 11. When the land or property of any infant or person non compos 
mentis shall be necessary for the construction of said road, the guardian of such 
person may release all damages done as aforesaid, under the advice and direction 
of the court of probate of the town or district in which the land lies. 

Sec. 12. If the construction of the road is in any case commenced or com- 
pleted or materials are taken before the assessment of damages as aforesaid, like 
proceedings shall be had, and with the same effect, as if such damages had been 
assessed before the taking of said land and materials. 
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Sec. 13. Said corporation may alter and vary the location of their road, or 
make a new location, in whole or in part, in which case like proceedings shall be 
had as are hereinbefore directed, but the time herein allowed for completing the 
road shall not be extended thereby. 

Sec. 14. In case of any new location said corporation shall report what por- 
tion of the former location is abandoned, and if the land or material of any person 
included in the former location have not been taken or used, all proceedings for 
estimating such damage shall cease, but the company shall pay to such person 
his costs and reasonable expenses incurred in the prosecution of his claim up to 
that time, to be taxed and allowed by the court. And if such land or material 
have been taken or used, in whole or in part, said company may give such aban- 
donment in evidence in diminution of damages, said company in such case paying 
all costs and expenses of estimate and litigation. And if such damages have 
been fully assessed, said company shall be entitled to a revision of the same, by 
petition to the commissioners, and to give the abandonment in evidence as afore- 
said, with right of appeal as aforesaid; but in such case said company shall in . 
any event pay all costs of estimate and litigation. 

Sec. 15. If the stock be not subscribed, the company organized, and said 
location filed in the clerk's office of the common pleas division of the supreme 
court for Washington county on or before the first day of January, A. D. 1907, 
or if said corporation shall fail to complete said road by the first day of January, 
A. D. 1910, in either case this act shall be void and of no effect. 

Sec. 16. Said corporation may contract with any other corporation to per- 
form all the transportation of persons and freight over the road and steamboats 
and ferryboats authorized by this act, or may lease the said road and steamboats 
and ferryboats, franchise and property, to any other corporation, upon such 
terms and conditions and for such period as the parties may agree. But in either 
case the Point Judith Railroad Company shall be liable for all damages done or 
injuries sustained on this road or in the use thereof, in the same manner and to the 
same extent that they would be liable if they performed such transportation 
themselves. 

Sec. 17. Said corporation shall have an office or place of business in the 
town of Narragansett. 

Sec. 18. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 
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AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE WORCESTER AND PROVIDENCE 
STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 

[Pasted April 11, 1905.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Horace A. Kimball, Fred L. Sayles, William H. Pendergast, 
Fayette E. Bartlett, Fred C. Hinds, Waldo R. Bartlett, John McLaughlin, John 
P. Meade, Delmont Smith, and James McLaughlin, their associates, successors, 
and assigns, are hereby made a body corporate under the name of the Worcester 
and Providence Street Railway Company, with all the powers and privileges and 
subject to the duties and liabilities applicable to such corporations set forth in 
Chapters 177 and 187 of the General Laws and all acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto, with power, subject to all the provisions hereinafter con- 
tained, to locate, construct, maintain, operate, and use a railway or railways for 
the transportation of passengers and freight, with convenient single or double 
tracks, switches, turnouts, and branches for cars or carriages, and with suitable 
and convenient poles, wires, conduits, and other machinery, appliances, and 
appurtenances, in the public highways and elsewhere in the towns of North 
Providence, Smithfield, North Smithfield, and Burrillville, to be operated by 
electric or any power other than steam between such points in such highways 
as shall be fixed by the town council of said towns, respectively, with the assent 
of said corporation in writing, expressed and filed with said councils, and upon 
and over such streets and highways of said towns as shall from time to time be 
fixed and determined by the said councils, with the written assent of said corpo- 
ration filed as aforesaid, and also over and on such other lands in said towns, 
with the consent of the owner or owners thereof, as said corporation may elect 
to build its road, and over such other lands in said towns as said corporation may 
acquire by condemnation, as hereinafter provided. And all tracks of said railway 
in the highways shall be laid at such distance from the sidewalks in said several 
towns as the councils of said towns, respectively, and their orders fixing the route 
of said railway, may determine, with power also to erect and maintain stations 
for generating or furnishing electricity or other power for operating said railway 
or railways, and also for furnishing fight and heat for the cars, stations, and other 
premises and property of said corporation: Provided, however, that said cor- 
poration shall not lay out, construct,, use, or continue said railway or railways 
over or through the highways in said towns unless with the consent of the town 
councils of said towns, respectively, and upon compliance with such reasonable 
rules and regulations as said town councils may impose. Provided, that said 
railway or railways shall not cross any steam railroad at grade. 
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Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed one million 
dollars, to be divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, and the amount 
of such stock shall be fixed from time to time by vote of said corporation. 

Sec. 3. Said corporation may issue its bonds and other obligations in such 
amounts as it may see fit, from time to time, and may secure the same by pledge, 
pledges, mortgage, or mortgages of its franchises and property or any part thereof: 
Provided, however, that such bonds and obligations at any time outstanding and 
so secured shall not exceed in the aggregate one million dollars; such bonds, 
obligations, pledges, and mortgages to be upon such terms and conditions and 
executed in. such form and manner as the said corporation and its directors may 
by vote prescribe. But every mortgage or other conveyance of the property or 
franchises of said corporation shall be subject to all the provisions of any contract 
made under the authority conferred by section 32 of this act. 

Sec. 4. The government of said corporation shall be vested in a board of 
directors, consisting of not less than five persons, who shall be stockholders and 
who shall be chosen in such manner and at such times and places as said corpora- 
tion shall by its by-laws prescribe. 

Sec. 5. Said corporation may acquire by condemnation, from time to time, 
such lands and such interests and estates in lands in said towns of North Provi- 
dence, Smithfield, North Smithfield, and Burrillville as said corporation may 
from time to time take, in manner hereinafter provided, for its corporate purposes, 
and may locate, construct, maintain, use, and operate its railway or railways and 
all suitable and convenient buildings and machinery, poles, wires, and conduits 
and other apparatus and appliances of such railway or railways upon and over 
the lands so acquired. 

Sec. 6. Whenever said corporation shall take any lands or any interest or 
estate therein, under the provisions of this act, it shall file in the common pleas 
division of the supreme court in the county in which such lands are located a 
certificate containing a general description of such lands and a list of the owners 
thereof and the persons interested therein, so far as the same may be known to 
said corporation. Said certificate shall be accompanied by a plat showing the 
location of such lands, and shall contain a notice that said corporation will give 
such security as the court may require for the payment of all such costs and dam- 
ages as may be finally awarded to any person interested in the lands taken in the 
proceedings commenced by the filing of such certificate. 

Sec. 7. Upon the filing of such certificate and plat, the court shall enter an 
order fixing the time when and the place where all persons interested in the land 
in said certificate described may appear before said court and be heard with 
reference to the necessity of the taking of such land and the appointment of com- 
missioners to appraise the damages sustained by them by such taking and the 
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security to be given by said corporation for damages and costs. And the clerk 
of said court shall thereupon issue a notice, directed to the persons named in said 
certificate and to all other persons interested in said land, containing the substance 
of said certificate and said order, which notice shall be served by publication for 
such time and in such newspapers or newspaper as the court may prescribe, and 
in such other manner as the court may direct. 

Sec. 8. At the time and place mentioned in said notice, or at any adjourn- 
ment therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the parties inter- 
ested who may appear and desire to be heard, shall first determine whether the 
lands in said certificate described are necessary to said corporation for its corporate 
purposes; and if it shall determine that said lands are necessary to said corpora- 
tion, said court shall proceed to fix the security to be given by said corporation 
for damages and costs, and appoint three suitable persons as commissioners to 
appraise the damages sustained by the persons interested in the lands described 
in said certificate by reason of the taking of said lands or of any interest or estate 
therein. Any vacancies in said commission which may occur from time to time 
shall be filled by the court upon application of any party interested in said pro- 
ceedings, and upon such notice as the court may direct. 

Sec. 9. Said commissioners, before they proceed to execute their duties, shall 
be sworn to the faithful and impartial discharge thereof, and shall give reasonable 
notice, by publication or otherwise, in such manner as the court may direct, to all 
persons interested to file their claim, if any they have, which have not been re- 
leased to said corporation, with the clerk of said court within thirty days from the 
date of said notice. At the end of the time allowed for the filing of such claims, 
the commissioners, or a majority of them, shall fix a time and place for hearing 
all persons interested as to the damages by them sustained, and shall give notice 
of such hearing by publication in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may 
direct, once a week for at least three weeks prior to the date of such meeting, and 
shall give such further notice, if any, as the court may direct. At the time and 
place fixed for said hearing, or at any adjournment therefrom, the commissioners, 
or a majority of them, shall proceed to hear the parties interested, with their 
allegations and proofs, and shall examine the premises and shall estimate all such 
damage as they think any person interested has sustained by the taking of said 
lands or any interest or estate therein; and the commissioners, or a majority of 
them, shall make return of their doings and of the damages assessed by them as 
soon as may be, to the court from which they received their appointment, with 
their fees marked thereon, which fees, being first allowed by the court, shall be 
forthwith paid by said corporation. 

Sec. 10. Upon the receipt of the report of said commissioners, the clerk of 
the court shall open the same and shall give public notice, by advertisement for 
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such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may prescribe, that 
such report has been received and opened and that the same may be examined 
by any party interested therein, and either said corporation or any other party 
aggrieved by any award of damages made by said commissioners may claim a 
jury trial upon any item of damages thereby awarded, and may file a claim for 
such trial with the clerk of such court, at any time within three months from the 
opening of such report, and such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon proper 
issues based upon such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of such court, 
and shall be tried therein in every respect as other civil cases are therein tried, 
including the right to except to ruling and to apply for new trial for cause. But 
if the party claiming such jury trial shall not therein obtain an award more favor- 
able to such party than that given by the commissioners, such party shall pay 
costs to the adverse party, unless otherwise ordered by the court; and if any party 
claiming such jury trial shall obtain therein an award more favorable than that 
given by the commissioners, such party shall recover his or its costs from the 
adverse party, unless otherwise ordered by the court. 

Sec. 1 1 . The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the court after 
being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury in cases where a jury 
trial is claimed, and upon such confirmation, execution or executions for the 
damages fixed by said report, as confirmed, shall issue against said corporation, 
as upon a judgment in due course of law. 

Sec. 12. Whenever the court shall have determined that any lands are nec- 
essary to said corporation for its corporate purposes as provided in section 8, said 
corporation may immediately enter upon, take possession, and use such lands for 
its corporate purposes: Provided, however, that no such entry or use shall be 
made or possession be taken, except for the purpose of making surveys, until said 
corporation shall have given security as fixed by the court, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 

Sec. 13. Said corporation may abandon any lands or any interest or estate 
therein, taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice of such aban- 
donment in the office of the clerk of the court in which the proceedings herein- 
before provided for are pending, at any time before the confirmation of the report 
of the commissioners appointed to assess damages, and if said corporation shall 
not have entered upon, taken possession, or used the land so abandoned, or any 
interest or estate therein, prior to the filing of such notice of abandonment, all 
proceedings for the assessment of damages for the taking of the land or any in- 
terest or estate therein so abandoned shall cease, and said corporation shall pay 
to any person interested in the property so abandoned all his costs and expenses, 
i f any, incurred in prosecuting for damages for the taking of such lands or estate 
or interests therein up to the time of such abandonment, which costs shall be 
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taxed by the clerk. If said corporation shall have entered upon, taken possession 
of, or used the lands or any interests or estates therein so abandoned prior to such 
abandonment, and the assessment of damages for the same is then pending before 
the commissioners or a jury, then upon such abandonment said corporation shall 
have the right to give such abandonment in evidence in diminution of damages, 
paying costs if the question of damages is pending upon the claim of jury trial, 
notwithstanding a diminution of damages in consequence of such abandonment 
given in evidence; or if the commissioners or a jury have finally assessed the 
damages, said corporation shall have the right to a revision of the assessment and 
to a reassessment, by petition to the commissioners, in order that the diminution 
of damages in consequence of such abandonment may be considered, with the 
right of any party interested to claim a jury trial, as in case of the original assess- 
ment. 

Sec. 14. When the lands or any interest or estates therein in which any 
infant or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf are interested are 
taken by said corporation under the provisions of this act, the court before which 
the proceedings for such taking are pending may appoint a guardian ad litem for 
such infant or other person, and such guardian may appear and be heard in behalf 
of such infant or other person at any stage of the proceedings. And such guardian 
may also, with the advice and consent of the court appointing him, release to said 
corporation all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or other person or 
for any interests or estates therein so taken, and if there shall be any dispute as 
to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein taken under the provisions 
of this act, or as to the persons entitled to receive the damages awarded for such 
taking, or if the person entitled to receive such damages is uncertain or unknown, 
said corporation may pay such damages into the registry of the court before 
which such proceedings are pending with the same effect as to the title of said 
corporation to such lands or interests or estates therein as though such damages 
had been paid to the person or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 15. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be pending 
may from time to time order such other and further notices to be given in addi- 
tion to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make such other orders not in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act or with the general laws of the state, as 
may be required in the opinion of such court to protect the rights and interests of 
the parties interested in such proceedings, and any proceedings taken under this 
act may be amended or corrected at any stage, upon such terms and notice, if 
any, as the court may prescribe. 

Sec. 16. Nothing in this act shall authorize said corporation to condemn any 
portion of the location of any other railroad or street railway company except 
for the purposes of crossing the same either above or below grade and of main- 
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taining suitable and convenient abutments or other supports for the structures 
erected or constructed for such crossings, nor to exercise any of the rights, privi- 
leges, or franchises conferred upon said corporation by this act in any town in 
which any other street railway company has now acquired exclusive rights or 
franchises by virtue of any ordinance or contract authorized by Chapter 975 of 
the Public Laws, passed at the May session, A. D. 1891, or Chapter 77 of the 
General Laws, or by virtue of any special act, without the consent in writing of 
the corporation now holding such exclusive rights or franchises; and no such 
consent shall affect the exclusive rights of any company so consenting except as 
to the streets and highways or parts of streets and highways to which such consent 
specifically applies, nor the rights, privileges, or franchises secured to the Consent- 
ing company under the contract now existing between the state and such con- 
senting company by virtue of its acceptance of the provisions of Chapter 580 of 
the Public Laws or any act in amendment thereof or in addition thereto. Nor 
shall anything in this act authorize the condemnation of any land lying within 
the limits of any public park or square or other public place, or any land lying 
within the limits of any public highway, except for the purpose of crossing such 
highway and subject to the public use thereof for highway purposes. 

Sec. 17. The costs of all proceedings for such condemnations shall be taxed 
by the clerk of the court in which such proceedings are pending, and shall be paid 
by such corporation except as otherwise hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 18. Notice to abutters on the highways in which it is proposed to lay 
tracks of said corporation shall be given by publication in one or more news- 
papers published in the county of Providence, fourteen days at least before the 
location of any such tracks, and also by posting in three public places in each 
town in which such location is proposed, notices of said proposed location four- 
teen days at least before the same shall be made. 

Sec. 19. The said railway or railways shall be constructed and maintained 
upon such grade as the councils of the said towns, respectively, may prescribe; and 
whenever in the judgment of said corporation, it shall be necessary to alter the 
grade of any street or highway so occupied by such railway or railways, such 
alteration shall be made at the expense of said corporation, with the assent of 
the councils of the said towns, respectively. 

Sec. 20. Said railway or railways may be operated by electricity or any 
power other than steam, as may be from time to time determined by said corpora- 
tion, and said corporation shall have the power from time to time and at all 
times to fix such rates of fare and freight as it may deem expedient: Provided, 
however, that no greater rate than five cents shall be charged for the transportation 
of any passenger between two points on the line of said corporation in any one 
town. 
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Sec. 21 . The councils of said towns shall have the power at all times to make 
such reasonable regulations as to the rate of speed of the cars of said corporation 
upon its streets and highways and the mode of use of its tracks upon said streets 
and highways within the limits of said towns, respectively, as public convenience 
and safety may require. 

Sec. 22. Said corporation shall put all streets and highways and every por- 
tion thereof over or through which it shall lay rails in as good condition as they 
were before the same were laid, and shall keep and maintain in repair such por- 
tions of the streets and highways as shall be occupied by its tracks, and shall be 
liable for any loss or injury sustained by any person by reason of any carelessness, 
neglect, or misconduct of its agents or servants in the management, construction, 
or use of said tracks or streets; and in case any judgment shall be recovered 
against either of said towns by reason of any such misconduct, defect, or want of 
repair, said corporation shall be liable to pay such town or towns any sums thus 
recovered against them, together with all the costs and reasonable expenditures 
incurred by them respectively in the defence of any such suit or suits in which 
recovery may be had. And said corporation shall not encumber any portion of 
the street or highways not occupied by said tracks, except so far as may be nec- 
essary in building, repairing, or operating its railway or railways. 

Sec. 23. If any person shall willfully or maliciously obstruct said corporation 
in the use or operation of its railway or railways, or in the passing of its cars or 
carriages thereon, such person and all those aiding or abetting therein shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars or by imprisonment not 
exceeding three months. 

Sec. 24. If said corporation or its agents or servants shall unlawfully or 
maliciously obstruct any street or highway or the passing of any carriage over 
the same, said corporation shall be liable to a fine not exceeding three hundred 
dollars. 

Sec. 25. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent the councils of said 
towns, respectively, from entering upon and taking up any of the public streets, 
highways, or bridges traversed by said corporation, for any purpose for which 
they may lawfully take up the same. 

Sec. 26. Said corporation shall have power to purchase and hold such real 
estate within said towns or either of them as may be convenient or necessary for 
the purposes for which said corporation is created, and may dispose of and conyey 
the same. 

Sec. 27. The town council of any town in which said corporation shall operate 
any street railway line may at any time apply to the railroad commissioner to 
establish rules and regulations to be observed by said corporation in the operation 
of its cars used for the carriage of freight over its lines in the highways in said 
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town, and said commissioner shall, after notice to said corporation and such 
hearing as he thinks proper, enter an order establishing such rules and regulations. 
Either party aggrieved by such order may, within thirty days after the same is 
entered, petition the appellate division of the supreme court for relief, and the 
decision of said court shall be final. Said petition shall be preceded by citation 
to said railroad commissioner in substantially the same form, and a like procedure 
shall be had, as is prescribed in section 3 of Chapter 187 of the General Laws. 
And said corporation may carry freight over any line of railway operated by it, 
in any public highway, subject to the rules and regulations established as in this 
section provided and in force for the time being. 

Sec. 28. .If the tracks or rails of said corporation or any part thereof, in any 
street or highway, shall be abandoned or the use thereof discontinued for any 
cause within the control of said corporation for the term of one year, the tracks 
or rails so abandoned or discontinued shall be taken up by said corporation and 
the street or highway where the same is so taken up shall be put in good repair 
at said corporation's expense; and if the tracks or rails shall not be taken up 
within thirty daysafter notice to take up the same shall have been given to said 
corporation by the councils of said towns, respectively, said towns may take up 
the same at the cost and expense of said corporation. 

Sec. 29. Said corporation is hereby authorized and empowered from time to 
time to acquire, by lease, purchase, or otherwise, the property, rights, privileges, 
and franchises owned, used, operated, or enjoyed without this state by any person 
or corporation owning, leasing, or operating, or authorized to own, lease, or 
operate, any street or other railway without this state, and may issue its capital 
stock, bonds, or other obligations in payment for the property, rights, privileges, 
and franchises so acquired, and any capital stock issued for such purposes shall 
be deemed full paid and non-assessable. And this corporation is also authorized 
and empowered to hold, use, operate, enjoy, and dispose of all property, rights, 
privileges, and franchises without this state, acquired as aforesaid, subject to such 
regulations, restrictions, and provisions as to the use and enjoyment of the same 
as were in force at the time when such property, rights, privileges, and franchises 
were acquired by said corporation; and any person or corporation holding such 
property, rights, privileges, or franchises without this state may sell, lease, or 
otherwise dispose of such property, rights, privileges, or franchises to this cor- 
poration, and receive such stock, bonds, or other obligations of this corporation 
in payment therefor. 

Sec. 30. Said corporation is also authorized and empowered to acquire, hold, 
and dispose of the stock, bonds, securities, and other obligations of any other 
street railway or railroad company incorporated in any other state, and to issue 
its capital stock, bonds, or other obligations, at not less than par, in payment 
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for the same, and stock when so issued, shall be deemed full paid and non- 
assessable. 

Sec. 31. Said corporation is authorized and empowered from time to time to 
guarantee the stock, bonds, and other obligations, and the dividends and interest 
thereon, of any street railway, or other corporation incorporated in any other 
state, and may secure any such guarantee by pledge, pledges, mortgage, or 
mortgages of its franchises and property, or any part thereof, every such pledge 
or mortgage to be subject, however, to all the provisions of any contract made 
under authority of section 32 of this act. 

Sec* 32. Said corporation and the Union Railroad Company and any other 
railroad corporation are hereby authorized to make a contract or contracts secur- 
ing to the corporation hereby created the right to extend its railway into the 
town of North Providence, by such route or routes as may be designated in such 
contract or contracts, to a connection with the lines of the Union Railroad Com- 
pany or any other railroad corporation now existing or hereafter constructed in 
said town, and to maintain and operate its railway, when so constructed, in said 
town: Provided, however, that no such contract shall affect the exclusive right 
which the Union Railroad Company now enjoys in the streets and highways of 
said town, except as to such streets and highways or parts of streets and highways 
in which the corporation hereby created is expressly authorized to construct its 
railway by the terms of said contract. And the corporation hereby created shall 
have the right to make a contract or contracts with any other street railway 
company incorporated and operating a line of railway within or without this 
state to connect its said railway with the railway of such other company, at any 
point within or without this state, for the delivery of cars, for the carriage of 
passengers and freight, by said corporation to such other company, and by such 
other company to said corporation, and for the handling by each of said corpora- 
tions of passengers and freight traffic coming from or going to the other. 

Sec. 33. If said corporation shall not be organized and any capital stock 
voted by it, as provided by section 2 hereof, shall not be subscribed and at least 
ten per centum thereof paid in within one year from the passage of this act, this 
act shall be void and of no effect; and if said corporation shall fail to file an appli- 
cation with the town councils of said towns for the location of the said railway to 
be constructed by it, on or before January 1, A. D. 1906, or shall fail to build and 
complete said railroad to be constructed by it, or so much thereof as may be 
required by said town councils, respectively, in accordance with said application 
within eighteen months from the approval of said location by said town councils, 
respectively, the right of said corporation to construct said railway shall cease 
and determine. 
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Sic. 34. Said corporation shall be established and have an office or place of 
business in the city of Providence. 

Sic. 35. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT, ENTITLED 
"AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE NEW YORK, NEW HAVEN AND 
HARTFORD RAILROAD COMPANY," PASSED BY THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY AT ITS JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1893, AND ANY ACT IN 
AMENDMENT THEREOF. 

[Passed April 14, 1905.1 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company is 
hereby authorized and empowered to acquire by purchase, lease, or otherwise, 
upon such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon, the property, rights, con- 
tracts, powers, privileges, and franchises owned, used, operated, exercised, or 
enjoyed by any railroad company operated wholly or in part by steam power, 
heretofore incorporated by the general assembly or under the laws of this state, 
and three-fourths of whose capital stock may at the time of the passage of this 
act be owned by said New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company. 
And this corporation is also authorized and empowered to hold, use, operate, 
exercise, enjoy, and dispose of all property, rights, contracts, powers, privileges, 
and franchises acquired by purchase, lease, or otherwise, as aforesaid. If this 
corporation shall acquire by purchase, lease, or otherwise all the shares of capital 
stock, or all the property, or both, of any such company, it shall be vested with 
all the rights, privileges, powers, and franchises of such company. And any such 
corporation owning or holding such property, rights, contracts, powers, privileges, 
or franchises, at a meeting called for the purpose of taking the same into con- 
sideration, upon notice of the time, place, and object of such meeting, published 
in the city or town in which the principal office of the company islocated, in two 
newspapers twice a week for four weeks, or if all the newspapers published in said 
city or town be weekly papers, then once a week for four weeks, or if no news- 
papers be published in said city or town, then once a week for four weeks in some 
newspaper published in the county in which said city or town is located, after a 
vote of not less than three-fourths in interest of its stockholders so to do, may sell 
or otherwise dispose of such property, rights, contracts, powers, privileges, or 
franchises to this corporation for a consideration to be paid in cash, shares, and 
obligations of the latter, or in either or any of them. 
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Sec. 2. Any stockholder of any such corporation owning or holding such 
property, rights, contracts, powers, privileges, or franchises, whose property and 
franchises shall be sold, leased, or otherwise disposed of, who shall not assent to 
such sale, lease, or other disposition of the same, or who shall resist or object 
thereto, may, at any time within thirty days after the making of such sale, lease, 
or other disposition, apply by petition to the appellate division of the supreme 
court, or to a judge of said court in vacation if no such court sits within such 
period, on reasonable notice to such company, to appoint three disinterested 
persons to estimate the damage, if any, done to such stockholder by said proposed 
sale, lease, or other disposition, and whose award, or that of a majority of them, 
when revised or confirmed by said court, shall be final and conclusive; and the 
persons so appointed shall also appraise said stock of such stockholder at the full 
market value thereof, without regard to any depreciation or appreciation in con- 
sequence of said sale, lease, or other disposition; and the said company may, at 
its election, either pay to the said stockholder the amount of damages so found 
and awarded, if any, or the value of the stock so ascertained and determined, 
and upon payment of the value of the stock, as aforesaid, the said stockholder 
shall transfer the stock so held by him to said company, to be disposed of by the 
directors of said company or to be retained for the benefit of the remaining stock- 
holders; and in case the value of said stock, as aforesaid, is not paid within thirty 
days from the filing of the said award and confirmation by said court and notice 
to said company, the damages so found and confirmed shall be a judgment against 
said company and collected as other judgments in said court are by law recover- 
able. Said company shall in all cases pay all the costs of proceedings taken 
under this section for the award of damages and the appraisal of stock, said costs 
to be taxed by the clerk of the court and to be recovered as other costs are 
recoverable. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT ENTITLED 
"AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE PASCOAG AND PROVIDENCE 
STREET RAILWAY COMPANY," PASSED AT THE JANUARY SES- 
SION, A. D. 1903. 

[Passed April 19, 1905.] 

It is enacted by (he General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The time limited in the original act of incorporation of the 
Pascoag and Providence Street Railway Company, in which an application *f or 
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the location of said railway shall be filed as therein provided, is hereby extended 
to the first day of June, A. D. 1907. 

Sec. 2. So much of the original act of incorporation of said railway company 
and the amendment thereof as is inconsistent herewith is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO "AN ACT TO IN- 
CORPORATE THE WESTERN RHODE ISLAND RAILWAY COMPANY," 
PASSED AT THE JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1903. 

[Passed April 21, 1905.] 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1 . An act entitled " An act to incorporate the 'Western Rhode Island 
Railway Company/ " passed at the January session, A. D. 1903, is hereby 
amended by adding the following sections: 

"Sec. 29. Said corporation, the Western Rhode Island Railway Company, 
in addition to the rights and powers provided in Chapter 400 of the Public Laws 
passed at the May session, A. D. 1896, is hereby authorized and empowered 
from time to time to acquire, by lease, purchase, or otherwise, the property, 
rights, privileges, and franchises owned, used, operated, or enjoyed without this 
state by any person or corporation owning, leasing, or operating, or authorized 
to own, lease, or operate, any street or other railway without this state, and may 
issue its capital stock, bonds, or other obligations in payment for the property, 
rights, privileges, and franchises so acquired, and any capital stock issued for 
such purpose shall be deemed full paid and non-assessable. And said corpora- 
tion is also authorized and empowered to hold* use, operate, enjoy, and dispose 
of all property, rights, privileges, and franchises without this state, acquired as 
aforesaid, subject to such regulations, restrictions, and provisions as to the use 
and enjoyment of the same as were in force at the time when such property, rights, 
privileges, and franchises were acquired by said corporation; and any person or 
corporation holding such property, rights, privileges, or franchises without this 
state may sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of stjch property, rights, privileges, or 
franchises to said corporation and receive such stock, bonds, or other obligations 
of said corporation in payment therefor. And said corporation may erect, con- 
struct, equip, use, operate, and maintain its railway, or any portion thereof, 
without this state. 

"Sec. 30. Said corporation is also authorized and empowered to acquire, 
hold, and dispose of the stock, bonds, securities, and other obligations of the 
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Providence and Danielson Railway Company, or of any street railway company 
incorporated without this state, and to issue its capital stock, bonds, or other 
obligations in payment for the same, and stock when so issued shall be deemed 
full paid and non-assessable. 

"Sec. 31. Said corporation is authorized and empowered from time to time 
to guarantee the stock, bonds, and other obligations and the dividends and 
interest thereon, of the Providence and Danielson Railway Company, and of 
any street railway or other corporation without this state, and may secure any 
such guarantee by pledge, pledges, mortgage or mortgages of its franchises and 
property, or any part thereof, every such pledge or mortgage to be subject, how- 
ever, to all the provisions of any contract made under authority of law. 

"Sec. 32. The capital stock of said corporation shall be two million dollars, 
divided into shares of the par value of one hundred dollars each. Said corpora- 
tion may from time to time issue its bonds to the amount of two million dollars, 
and secure the same by a mortgage or mortgages of its property, rights, and fran- 
chises in such sums and to such amounts as it may deem necessary for the purpose 
of constructing, improving, and equipping its property, and to pay and discharge 
any indebtedness existing against it. 

"Sec. 33. Said Western Rhode Island Railway Company shall file any 
application for franchises in the streets and highways of any town with the town 
councils of the several towns in which its construction is authorised, prior to 
July 1st, A. D. 1906, and if said corporation shall fail to build and complete a 
main portion of the railroad to be constructed by it, or so much thereof as may 
be required by said town councils, respectively, in case of any application to said 
town councils, prior to December 1st, A. D. 1908, the right of said corporation to 
further construct said railway shall cease and determine. 

"Sec. 34. This act shall take effect upon its passage, and all acts and parts 
of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AN ACT ENTITLED "AN ACT TO INCOR- 
PORATE THE WICKFORD RAILROAD COMPANY," PASSED AT THE 
JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1862, AND OF THE SEVERAL ACTS IN 
AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION THERETO. 

[Passed May 9, 1905.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. In addition to the powers heretofore granted to it, the Newport 
and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company is hereby authorized to equip,

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maintain, and operate its railroad by electricity, and for that purpose may acquire 
land by purchase for, and erect and maintain, a suitable power station, and may 
erect and maintain poles, wires, and all other suitable appliances necessary or 
proper for said purpose, subject to the provisions of the general laws. 

Sec. 2. The said corporation shall have the right to enter into such contract 
or contracts with any person or persons, railroad or street railway company 
incorporated under the laws of this state, for the equipment, operation, working, 
or leasing of its said railroad as said corporation may deem advisable, and it shall 
have the right to sell and transfer its road, franchise, and privileges to any person 
or persons, or other railroad or street railway corporation incorporated under 
.the laws of this state. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect on and after its passage. 



AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE WESTERLY AND HOPKINTON RAILWAY 
COMPANY TO CONSTRUCT AND OPERATE A RAILWAY LINE FROM 
WATCH HILL TO NARRAGANSETT PIER AND FOR OTHER PUR- 
POSES, BEING IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO "AN ACT 
TO INCORPORATE THE WESTERLY AND HOPKINTON RAILWAY 
COMPANY," PASSED AT THE JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1902, AND OF 
THE SEVERAL ACTS IN AMENDMENT THEREOF AND IN ADDITION 
THERETO. 

[Passed April 27, 1905.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The time limited in the original act of incorporation and amend- 
ments thereof and additions thereto of the Westerly and Hopkinton Railway 
Company for the completion of the railroad to be constructed by it is hereby 
extended to the first day of July, 1908. 

Sec. 2. The Westerly and Hopkinton Railway Company, in addition to the 
powers conferred upon it by said original act of incorporation and the amend- 
ments thereof and additions thereto, is hereby authorized to locate, construct, 
maintain, operate, and use a railway or railways for the transportation of pas- 
sengers and freight, with convenient single or double tracks, switches, turnouts, 
and branches for cars or carriages, and with suitable and convenient poles, wires, 
rails, conduits, and all other necessary machinery, appliances, and appurtenances, 
in the public highways and elsewhere in the towns of Hopkinton and Richmond 
and from Watch Hill or vicinity in the town of Westerly and in the towns of 
Westerly, Charlestown, South Kingstown, and Narragansett, to be operated by 
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electric or any power other than steam between such points in such highways 
as shall be fixed by the councils of said towns, respectively, with the assent of 
said corporation in writing expressed and filed with said councils; and upon and 
over such streets and highways of said towns as shall from time to time be fixed 
and determined by the said councils, with the written assent of said corporation 
filed as aforesaid; and also over and on such other lands in said towns, with the 
consent of the owner or owners thereof, as such corporation may elect to build 
its road. And all tracks of said railway in the highways shall be laid at such 
distance from the sidewalks in said towns, as the said councils, and their orders 
fixing the route of said railway, may determine: Provided, however, that said 
corporation shall not lay out, construct, use, or continue said railway or railways 
over or through the highways in said towns unless with the consent of the said 
councils, upon compliance with such reasonable rules and regulations as said 
councils may impose, nor shall said railway or railways cross any steam railroad 
at grade. 

Sec. 3. Said corporation may exercise all the rights, powers, privileges, and 
franchises enumerated in said original act of incorporation and said acts in amend- 
ment thereof and in addition thereto, including this present act, in all the towns 
mentioned in this act. 

Sec. 4. Said corporation, in addition to the powers conferred upon it by said 
original act of incorporation and the amendments thereof and additions thereto, 
is hereby authorised and empowered to acquire by condemnation, from time tp 
time, such lands and such interests and estates in lands in the towns of Hopkinton, 
Richmond, Westerly, Charlestown, South Kingstown, and Narragansett as said 
corporation may from time to time take for its corporate purposes, in the manner 
provided in an act entitled "An act in amendment of and in addition to an act 
entitled 'An act to incorporate the Westerly and Hopkinton Railway Company/ " 
passed at the January session, A. D. 1903, and may locate, construct, maintain, 
use, and operate its railway or railways, and all suitable poles, wires, conduits, 
and other appurtenances and appliances of such railway or railways, upon and 
over the lands so acquired. 

Sec. 5. It shall be lawful for said corporation at its election not to operate 
the railway from Watch Hill or vicinity to be built under the provisions of section 
2 of this act during two hundred and fifty days of each year after said railway 
shall be completed and ready for operation. 

Sec. 6. If said corporation shall fail to file an application with the town 
councils of said towns for the location of said railway or railways to be con- 
structed by it under the provisions of section 2 of this act on or before January 1, 
A. D. 1908, or shall fail to build and complete said railway or railways to be 
constructed by it, or so much thereof as may be required by said town councils, 
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respectively, in accordance with said application, within eighteen months from 
the approval of said application by said town councils, respectively, the right of 
said corporation to further construct a railway beyond the terminus of the railway 
then constructed shall cease and determine. 

Sec. 7. Sections 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6 of this act, except so much thereof as relates 
to the towns of Richmond and Hopkinton, shall be null and void in the event 
that the Sea View Railroad Company, a corporation organized under a charter 
granted by the general assembly of the state of Rhode Island, shall construct and 
begin to operate a railroad from Narragansett Pier to the town of Westerly on or 
before the first day of July, A. D. 1906, otherwise to be and remain in full force 
and effect. 

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 
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
